Saxton's map of this county is included in that of Warwickſhire, engraved 1576 
by Leonard Tervoort, without the hundreds. Mr. Burton ſupplied theſe, and 
added eighty towns in another map, engraved by Jod. Hondius at Amſterdam 
1602, inſerted in, his book on a ſmaller ſcale by Kip, and copied by Speed 1610, 
with a plan of Leiceſter. 8. | : | 

Another, including Rutlandſhire, has been publiſhed by E. Bowen, 1756, - 
having on the Welt fide in capitals Herefordſhire, inſtead of Staffordlbire. 

A map of Leiceſterſhire from an actual ſurvey was begun in 1775, and finiſhed in 
1777.

The tree, which generally goes by the name of the Spreading- tree, and by fome 
called Captain Shentou's tree, 4 on the right hand 146 Ie the road ſrading 
from Hinckley to Derby, in the pariſh of Barwell, and about one mile from 
Hinckley ; that part of the road is called Stapleton lane. The general tradirionary 
account runs thus: That Captain Shenton was an officer in the army of King 
Charles the Firſt, whom he faithfully ſerved till after the battle of Worcefter, 
when, the King's affairs becoming deſperate, he and ſeveral other officers were 
obliged to ſhift for themſelves as well as they could. Captain. Shenton came to his 
houſe at Barwell, which is yet in being, and appears to have undergone but little- 
alreration, except from neceſſary repairs, and, with the moat about it, is at 
preſent a kind of curioſity. The Captain gaining intelligence of a party being 
in queſt of him, it is ſaid, that the portmanteaus and valuables were ſunk in the 
moat, and that the Captain had recourſe to the tree, which was upon his own 
eſtate, to ſecure himſelf from his enemies, whom, as they paſſed by, he heard 
ſay, that they would give ſo much for him dead or alive. This tree, which is a 


wich- elm, ſends out large arms, or branches, about ſeven or eight feet from the 


ground, and the lower part of it is remarkably thick; the upper park looks 
much younger. Upon inſpection, I find that ſome years fince, ſome of the large 
branches that ſpread over the road were ſhortened, I ſuppoſe in compliance to 
the ſurveyor of the road, for the family of the Powers held this tree ſacred, and 
had for it the greateſt veneration, for preſerving one their anceſtors. Mr. Edward 
Power, of Barwell, married one of the daughters of Captain Shenton, and be- 
came poſſeſſed of the eſlate; and after his deceaſe, and that of his three ſons and 


one daughter, it came to a relation, Mr. Robert Power, of Barleſton, their heir at 


law. I ſhall beſtow, adds Mr. Robinſon, * a few more words upon this venerabie old 
tree which many look upon as a kind of 'a prodigy. As to the natural cauſe, it is 
evident to the diligent obſerver, that a vaſt quantity of flies are produced in the 
leaves of the elm and many other trees; we are very ſenſible of this in our gar- 
dens, by the curling up of the leaves of choice fruit trees, eſpecially when clammy 
mildews, &c. aſſiſt in the production of theſe inſets ; for on the under fide of the 
leaves, where the eggs and ſpawn are depoſited, the envenomed leaf ſwells into 

a kind of bliſter, and forms a kind of concavity for their ſecurity, and at the ſame

« pretty chapel,” ſays Burton, © in which be neither arms nor monuments.” 


In a violent ſtorm, which happened in June 1724, the crops of Wheat, barley, . 
and beans, at this place, were entirely deſtroyed by the hail, which broke off the 
heads, and bruiſed, the ſtanding corn; the wind blew ſo violently. at South during 
this ſtorm, that what eſcaped the hail, was laid flat for whole fields together. The 
lands about Leiceſter were in the ſame condition; and the gardeners ſuffered much 
in their fruit, all their glaſſes being broken, their early products deſtroyed. In the 
borough almoſt all the windows were broken by the ſaid hail, and conſiderable da- 
mage was ſuſtained at the Crane Inn. The windows in the 24 poor pariſh houſes - 
in the Humberſtone-gate were almoſt all broken, The roads for two entire miles 
round the town were filled with the leaves and branches of trees and hedges. 


BURTON LAZ ARS

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CARLTON CURLEW, or CARLTON CUM ILSTON. of © 

This town was ſo called from the ancient lords of it, the Curlews or Curlyes, 
to diſtinguiſh it from another village of this County. Carlton ſignifies a town of 
Carles or husbandmen : Mr. Camden tells us (as a certain ſtory, though he doubts 
whether it is worth relating) that moſt of the natives of this town have an harſh 
and ungrateful manner of ſpeech, uttering their words with much difficulty, and 
warbling in their throat, nor being able to pronounce the letter r without ſtam- 
mering. Dr. Fuller ſeems ſo certain of it, that he places it among the wonders of 
the county; and whereas Mr. Camden heſitates at the cauſe, whether it proceeds 
from the nature of the ſoil or water; Dr. Fuller reſolves, that it proceeds not from 
any natural imperfection in the parents, becauſe the children born in other places 
are not troubled with that infirmity, but from ſome occult quality in the elements 
of the place; or, as Mr. Camden ſpeaks, ſome unknown cauſe or nature, as liſping 


was to the tribe of Ephraim, Judges xii. 6. and ſtammering to ſome families in 


France. The inability to pronounce the letter r diſtinctly is not ſo peculiar to the 
ople of this place, but that divers in other counties have it. - The famous Joſeph 


Mede could not for his life utter Carolus Rex Britannia, without ſtimmering ; and 


Dr. Fuller tells us, that in his father's time there was a Fellow of, Trinity College, 
Cambridge, probably a native of this place, who, being ſenſible of his imperfection 
in this reſpect, made a ſpeech of a competent length with ſuch ſele& words, as to 
mouth and matter, that there was not an 7 in it. The account of this matter we 


have ſet down upon the authority of thoſe two learned and inquiſitive. men, Dr. 
Fuller and Mr. Camden, which may ſeem confirmed by Mr. Brome, who travelled 


theſe parts about 70 years ago, and ſays, that the natives of this place had then an 
ill favoured, untunable, and harſh manner of ſpeech, ' fetching their words with 
much ado, deep from out of their throats, with a kind of warbling, the letter r being 
very irkſome to pronounce. Bp. Gibſon aſſures us, in his edition of Camden, 
in the additions to this county, that as the inhabitants of his time retained no re- 
mains of ſuch a guttural and -wharling pronunciation, ſo the moſt ancient men 
among them declared, that they never knew any thing of it in their memory *. 


The preſent inhabitants (1989) have neither this defect, nor auy knowledge of it.

As this induſtrious Antiquary intended to have favoured the publick with a com- 
plete Hiſtory of this County, and had actually made ſeveral collections for the pur- 
poſe; I ſhall preſent my readers with his portrait; and ſubjoin ſome memoirs of him: 


PECK (Francis), born at Stamford in Lincolnſhire, May-4, 1692, was educated at Trinity 
College, Cambridge, where he took the degrees of B. and M. A. in 1715 and 1727. The firt 
work diſcovered of his writing is a poem, intituled, . Sighs on the Death of Queetr Anne; “ printed 
probably about the time of her death in 1714. Two years afterwards he printed * TO YYOE AT 
or an Exereiſe on the Creation, and an Hymn to the Creator oF the World ; written in the ex- 
„ preſs Words of the Sacred Text, as an Attempt to ſhew the Beauty and Sulimity of the Holy 
== __ & Scriptures; 2716,” 8vo, In 120 he publiſhed a Sermon preached at Stamford, on the Mayor's 
bo” | ä In 1721, * — curate La King's men in Northaipronſhire, he offered

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to the world propoſals for printing the Hiſtory and Antiquities of his native town, which work he 
roduced in 1727, in folio, under the title of Academia tertia Anglicanaz or The Antiquarian 
© Anuals of Stamford in Lincoln, Rutland, and Northampton Shires z containing the Hiſtory of 
« the Univerſity, Monaſterics, Gilds, Churches, Chapels, Hoſpitals, and Schools there, &c; 
nſcribed to John Duke of Rutland“. This publication was haſtened by An Eſfiy on the an- 
« cient and preſent State of Stamford, 1726,” 4to, by Francis Hargrave, who, in the Preface 
to his pamphlet, mentions the difference which had sriſen between him and Mr. Peck, on ac- 
count of the former's publication unfairly foreſtalling that intended by the latter. Mr. Peck is 
alſo therein very roughly treated, on account of a ſmalt work he had formerly printed, intituled, 
© The Hiſtory of the Stamford Bull- running.“ He had before this time obtained the rectory of 
Godeby near Melton in Leiceſterſhire, the only preferment he ever enjoyed. In 1729, he 
printed 4 ſingle ſheet, © Queries concerning the Natural Hiſtory and Antiquities of Leiceſter- 
« ſhire and Rutland,” which were afterwards repringgd in 1740; but although the progreſs. he 
had made in the work was very conſiderable, yet it never made its appearance; and as much 
a; he had executed of it, is ſuppoſed to have been, with other materials for the hiſtory of thoſe 
counties, in the hands of the late Sir Thomas Cave , Bart. In 1732 he publiſhed the firk vo- 
lume of ** Defiderata Curioſa; or, A Collection of divers ſcarce and curious Pieces relating chiefly 
« to Matters of Engliſh Hiſtory ; conſiſting of choice Tracts, Memoirs, Letters, Wills, Epitaphs, 
„Kc. Tranſcribed, many of them, from the Originals themſelves, and the reſt from divers 
« ancient MS, Copies, or the MS, Collations of ſundry famous Antiquaries and other eminent 
« Perſons, both of the laſt and preſent Age: The whole, as nearly as poffible, digeſied into Or- 
« der of Time, and illuſtrated with ample Notes, Contents, Additional Diſcourſes, and a Com- 
« plete Index,” This volume was dedicated to Lord William Manners ; and was followed, in 
1735, by a ſecond volume, dedicated to Dr. Reynolds, Biſhop of Lincoln.

This is the chief market town in the hundred of Gartrey, ſtanding upon the 
river Welland, not far from the head, or firſt riſing of it. The ancient and true 
name of it, as Mr. Burton telus, was Haverburgh, which is now, by corrupt 
uſage, turned into Harborough In 1647 a pamphlet was publiſhed by Thomas 
Blague, intituled, A- great bt at Market Harborough in Leiceſterſhire, be-

King 
of England, has been pointed out by a very ancient tradition of the inhabitants for 
the founder z which alſo informs us that it was built in conſequence of an in- 
junction from the Pope, as part of a penance for maintaining a criminal converſa- 
tion with Katherine Swynford, afterwards his third wife.

For information with re- 
ſpe to the application or employment of the-iffues and profits ariſing from theſe lands, we muſt 
(in this obſcure article) have recourſe to tradition and the common uſage of the pariſh, from 
the former of which we learn that the rents, &c. were given and appropriated to the repairs of 
St. Mary's church, and the fences, and the ſurplus to be employed in putting out poor people's

VII. Mr. Chriſtopher Shaw's charity, being an augmentation of the ſchook 
maſter's ſalary.— October 15, 1617.

Benedict, near Paul's wharf, London, by his laſt will did give and deviſe three 
pounds yearly to the ſchoolmaſter of the free ſchool of Market Harborongh in the 
county of Leiceſter, for the time being, and to his ſucceſſors for ever, for his bet- 
ter eaſe and maintenance, ſo long as the faid ſchool continueth undiſſolved: but in 
caſe the ſaid ſchool at any time hereafter be diflolved, and not remain as now it is, 
then my will and purpoſe is, and fo I deviſe and bequeath, that the faid yearly 
| penſion of three pounds ſhall remain to the uſe of the poor of the pariſh of Market 
Harborough for ever; the ſame to be paid by the Company of the Embroiderers of 
the city of London upon demand thereof +, at the Embroiderers hall in London,

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IX. Mr. Richard Weſton's charity, being a gift to the church and ſchool.— 
The diſcovery of this charity, Mr. Rouſe ſays, is owing to mere chance; for when 
he was looking over the pariſh cheſt in ſearch of materials for this collection, he 
found a piece of paper, on which was written theſe words, viz. * Mr. Weſton's 


gift to the church and ſchool,” and on the other, The gift of Mr. Weſton to 


the church and ſchool, given by will, which is at Toſitor;“ having never before 
heard the leaſt mention made of any perſon of that name, as a benefaQor to this 
town, his curiofity was thereby ſtrongly excited; and ſoon afterwards, amidſt a 


vaſt heap of writings, in the greateſt confuſion, he found an indenture by which | 


the houſe adjoining to the South ſide of the Bell inn was conveyed to one Richard 
Weſton, of Paulerſperry in the county of Northampton, yeoman; and immediately 
recollecting that this very houſe was the property of the ſchoolmaſter for the time 
being, he was encouraged to continue his ſearch, in hopes of making ſome further 
diſcoveries of this giſt, and he was not diſappointed ; for, after many hours cloſe 
employment, he found the indentures of conveyance of the undermentioned houſes, 
& c. to the ſaid Richard Weſton, of Paulerſperry. | 

Here Mr. Rouſe has given the particulars of four ſeveral purchaſes, made in 
1632, 1634, 1639, and 1641; with a ſcheme of the houſes and lands; the prime 
coſt of the whole being 89 J. 55. He then adds: 

« This is the beſt account I have been able to collect of this charity; but here 
it ought to be obſerved, that we are ſtill ignorant upon what terms and conditions, 
and under what limitations and reſtrictions, it was given; as alſo of the proportions 
in which the donor has ordered and directed it to be divided between the miniſter 


and ſchoolmaſter ; which ſeveral particulars, I imagine, would be ſupplied by 2 


copy of the donor's will, if it could be procured.” 


xX. Mrs. Joan Awſtin's charity. This charity is a rent-charge of 1t. 43. a year, 
iſſuing out of an ancient cottage or tenement, fituate in Market Harborough, now 
the property, and in the occupation, of Mr. Joſeph Thornton, tanner; and out of 
two little tenements adjoining to the South fide of the ancient cottage, now the 
property of Richard Mold, dyer ; who each of them annually pay twelve ſhillings 
of. the ſaid rent-charge, to purchaſe ſhoes for poor people, according to the direc- 
tions and appointments of the donor; which are particularly expreſſed in extracts 
from an indenture of conveyance, bearing date Dec. 20, 1679 *. | 


The free ſchool at Harborough is in the patronage of the lord mayor and alder- 


men of London; who preſented Mr. William Harrod to it in Auguſt 1780.

who are employed in working for weavers, which brings in about 4s. a week. As to the ſubſiſtenee 
of the poor, the inhabitants have agreed, that each of them will take. it by turns, one one week, 
and another another, to buy in proviſion, Their expence now only amounts to 100, a year; 
whereas before it was above 17o0l. They allow .a man 2s. 6d. a week, to keep them in good 
order, to.cut their viduals, and to teach the children to tead. It is not yet two years fince it 
was firſt begun, and it was defigned chiefly to leffen the poor's levies, which were grown very 
great, and were likely to increaſe ; and in reference to this, it has already had a very good ef- 
fe, and it is boped in time it will turn to a much better account. The number of poor was 
great, that is, of idle people, who defired collection, and, if refuſed it, would make their com- 
' plaiut to a juſtice of the peace, and ſometimes get an order, or warrant, ſome for 25. ſome for 
p 38. ſome for 48. a week, with which the pariſh was exceedingly perplexed, and were thereby put 
upon ſetting up the workhouſe, nor are they now-peſtered with their poor as they were wont to be; 
for if they come to the officers for collection, they take them into the workhouſe, and employ thoſe 
that afe able, and keep them to work. Thoſe that are decrepid, or decayed by old age, or any ways 
unable, they maititiin. The workhoufe is a well-contrived building, in form of a court four ſquare, 
with ſeveral apartments for lodging, and other conveniences. There is a hall, or long room, 
with tables and benches, where they have their ſet meals, and where afterwards they may ſpin; 
and in fummer the young boys or girls may ſpin. in the court, They have laid in a proviſion of 
ſeveral cheeſes, and of coals, for which they have convenient places. At preſent, as far as I 
can perceive, it may be called rather an almſhoyſe than a workhouſe ; thoſe who are able to 
work do not care to come into it, becauſe of the confinement to which they muſt then be ſub- 
jet; for it is an order of the houſe, not to ſuffer thoſe who come into it for maintenance, or 
for work, to go out, or to ramble abroad to beg, as they uſed to do, They are kept cloſe to 
their work and bufineſs, which is the reaſon why they have fo few in the houſe, notwithſtanding 
they are fo well provided for with neceſſaries. For they give no collection now to any, as they 
did formerly. They have taken upon them to provide either maintenance or work for their 
poor, viz. ſuch of them as want work. But there is little danger of that. For poor people are 
dow generally got into the way of ſpinning jerſey, which turns to a good account, for they can 
have ready money for their work, and ſome earn at leaſt 6d, a day, if they can ſpin well, and

FT or Beauchamp, 
the other Kibworth Harcourt. 7 


Kibworth Harcourt became part of the poſſeſſions of Merton college, Oxford, 


ſo early as 1225, and is ſtyled by Burton “a rectory.“ The tithes were given, in 


1260, by Saher de Harcourt, to Robert de Quenburg, on the death of William 
de Harcourt, rector of Aileſton, with a ſaving to the rights of the pariſh church. 

On the death of Thomas Roberd in 1446, Henry Sever had the free chapel of 
Kibworth Harcourt, which he refigned. in 1447, and was ſucceeded by Dr. Arun- 
dell; on whoſe reſignation in 1459, either the ſame Henry Sever, or another of 
that name, was preſented by Merton college. 

It appears, from Bacon's Liber Regis, that the chapel here is down;” and 
that Merton college has not appointed a-miniſter to it for many years.” 

The Beauchamps, earls of Warwick, held the manor of Kibworth Becham from 
the Crown, as Chief Pantlers to the King at the Coronation ; and on the ſame tenure 
it was granted, by Queen Elizabeth, to Ambroſe Dudley cart of Warwick. The 
church, dedicated to St. Wilfrid, is now in the patronage of Merton college.

liam Parker, gent. of Henley in Arden, 1711, by whom he had ſeveral children. Richard, the 
third ſon, was born Oct. 1, 1715. He received a good claffical education under the Rev. Mc, 
Crumpton, an excellent country ſchool maſter, at Solihull in Warwickſhire ; where he formed an 
acquaintance with ſeveral gentlemen who were his ſchool-fellows ; amongſt others, with the late 
William Shenſtone, Eſq. with whom he correſponded on the moſt friendly terms during life, 
From ſchool he was entered of Univerſity college, Oxford, where he took bis degree of M. A. July 
9, 1738, having taken orders the year before, and ſerved the curacy of Snitterfield, near Stratford

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An ingenious correſpondent of Mr. Urban, in Gent. Mag. for Auguſt 1787 
thus deſcribes a curiofity in this pariſh: | 1 . 


Being lately from home on a little excurſion, I fortunately diſcovered the ſite of an ancient 
encampment, in the pariſh of Knaptoft in Leiceſterſhire ; which; ts the beſt of my knowledge 
has never been noticed. Yet, ſo conſpicuous from, the adjoining turnpike road, it is ſurpriſing it 
ſhould have ſo long eſcaped the eye of even a leſs attentive obſerver. I regretted for a moment 
that an engagement prevented my ſtopping to take a nearer view but my viſit being at no great 
diſtance from the place, I returned the next morning and ſketched a plan, with a ſurvey of the 

adjacent lands, reducing the admeaſatements into geometrical paces. |. The dimenſions may not 
be perfectly exact for want of proper inſtruments ; but I believe, upon the whole, it is ſufficiently 

accurate. I berew ih. preſent you à rough draught, ſuch as it. is, taken on the ſpot, To 
which. I have ſince added a tomb, with an ancient martial trophy of my own compoſing, deſigned 
as a vignette to place thereon the title, which, at the ſame time, will ſave your engraver the 
trouble of forming a better. You will, undoubtedly, expect ſome account with my private opi. 
nion of thſe curious weffigza ; to anſwer this point, you muſt be fatisſted at preſent with mere 
conjecture only. It is little more than a fortnight ſinee the diſcbvery; and after many enquiries, 
I could gain no intelligenee, or any tradition, from the neighbourhomd reſpecting it. The pro- 


pPrietor of the ground himſelf was as deficient as the reſt, and totally ignorant in theſe matters ; the 


only material information from him, that ſerved my purpoſe, was, that ſome years ago, in digging 
a pit, the labourers brought up a large flat ſtone (but no inſeription), and ſeveral others of a rude form. 
This, with ſome other particulars then related, aſſured me of its having been the place of inter- 
ment of ſome warrior. Similar ſepulchres are frequently found, whole fides; formed by irregu- 
lar ſtones, are covered with a large flat ſtone.. One of-the kind wWas lately found at Market Boſ- 
worth, with this difference, that the cover was made of burnt clay. Theſe fort of tumuli I have 
endeavoured to repreſent in the corner of the lan. From this, enger appearances, I dare 
not pronounce the premiſes a Roman military work, rather Britiſh. or Saxon; perhaps a Daniſh 
intrenchment. Its ſituation, from either the Foſſe or Watling Street, does not ſeem to favour 
the firſt conjecture ; it is diſtant ten miles ſouth from Leiceſter, about ſeven miles eaſt from the 
Watling Street, nine miles ſouth from the Foſſe, and about mid-way between Leiceſter and 
Nafeby, in Northamptonſhire. I with for the opinions of your antiquarian readers, to throw 
ſome further light on this curious and neglected remain, Howerer, I am not a little flattered 
by having luekily made the firſt diſcovery, and ſhall be more fo if you judge it worth diſplaying 
in your uſeful repoſitory. In the mean while, if any thing new can be collected relating togbir

The following Letter from Mr. Samuer Carte to Dr. DucaxEL, dated“ Lei- 
.ceſter, Sept. 21, 1751,” relates equally to Bradgate and to Leiceſter. 


Sir, The favour of yours came ſafe to my hands; and I had not failed in making 
my acknowledgments before this, if I had not been provoked by two attacks from 
an indiſpoſition which l am frequently ſubject to during my abode in this neigh- 
bourhood : indeed, I am now much better, and hope for a continuance of my pre- 
ſent degree of health; but muſt own myſelf unable at the preſent to ſend a full 
anſwer to the ſeveral particulars recommended to my enquiry. However, L am wil- 
ling to hope, that the meer attempt of an anſwer will be confidered as the beſt 
apology : under which ſentiments, I take the liberty to aſſure you, that I have not 
omitted any proper opportunity to enquire after ſuch traditions in this place as can 
be ſuppoſed to have any relation to the contents of Mr. Lambert's account of Lei- 
ceſter, or the remarkable piece of architecture which he mentions as undertaken 
and carried on by King Leir, whom he ſuppoſes to have been the founder of 
this place, and to have given the name to it. In reſpect to this latter part, viz. 
the King and his name, I cannot find any one perſon here that has ſeen either the 
original work of Geoffry of Monmouth, or even our Thomſon's tranſlation of it. 
Indeed, I find ſeyeral who are acquainted with the Britannia of Mr. Camden, and 
the ſeveral editions thereof by the late Biſhop of London : from whence they have 
imbibed not only a diſbelief of Geoffry's ſtory, but alſo a prejudice to his name 
and character; both which they ſtigmatize as beneath the notice of an Antiquary. 
Indeed, as to the tradition of a vaulted paſſage under the river Soar, I find ſome 
remainders of it; but they are ſo confuſed, both in reſpect to the place, extent, 
and uſe or deſign of it, as not to admit of any inference from thence in ſupport of 
Geoffrey's narrative, as you will ſoon perceive from the terms of my information, 
which (however inconſiderable for itſelf) I chooſe to communicate to you in che 
terms and order that I received it. | 

begin with the account which was firſt delivered. According to Writers, one 
mouth of, or entrance into, the vault's paſſage is ſaid to have been a ſecret, lying 
contiguous, or near to, the Southern wall of the yard or cemetery of the pariſh 
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church of St. Nicholas; of which ſtreet you may ſee ſome mention or defcription 
in Dr. Stukeley's map of this place, by the name or ſtyle of Applegate Street, or 
Shambles Lane, to the beſt of my remembrance. And the other mouth, or en- 
trance, is faid to have been at or very near to the fite of what was an ancient 


ſeat, near the pariſh of Charnwood, heretofore and ſtill called Bradgate Houſe 


or Seat, and the property of the Greys, whoſe heir is {till alive, and dignified 
with a peerage, by the ſtyle of the barony of Groby, and the earldom of Stamford, 
Indeed, the whole of this ſeat, except the chapel, is now demoliſhed, and the 
materials fold and carried away, fince March laſt, by the order of the preſent Earl 
of Stamford. But as to the particular place when this pretended paſſage was car. 
ried under the channel or courſe of the river, this tradition is abſolutely ſilent. 
The other tradition places one mouth of, or entrance into, the vault at or near 
to the remainder of the Moſaic work in the cellar of the houſe of Mrs. Bracebridge, 


over- againſt the elm-trees, which trees you will find diſtinguiſhed alſo in the map 


of Dr. Stukeley ; from whence this tradition repreſents the paſſage to have been 
carried on, through what was heretofore part of the pariſh of St. Clement (but 
now united to that of All Saints), to and under a part of the river contiguous to 
a parcel of meadow ground called the Pringle, and lying beyond or out of the 
walls of this town, and from thence to Bradgate, which place this tradition repre- 
ſents as the boundary or mouth of the paſſage. It may deſerve your regard on 
this occaſion, that both theſe traditions repreſent the vault as undertaken and 
carried on by the means, or for the uſe, of ſome religious houſe or houſes, hereto- 
fore in this town; for which part of the tradition one gentleman here has at- 
tempted to give ſome colour, from a vault or paſſage from the cathedral of Wor- 
ceſter, or from the priory there, to the extremity of, or beyond the walls of that 
city, and (if my information be right) ſtill remaining, and notoriouſly diftinguiſhed 
there. But whatever colour this narrative in reſpect to Worceſter may feem to 
give to either of theſe traditions, yet it-muſt of neceſſity be removed, upon a confi- 
deration of the ſites and ſtates of the ſeveral religious houſes heretofore in this 
place. Applegate Street is too remote from each of thoſe houſes, to be confidered 
as containing any appendage to either of them. Indeed, the hoſpital of St. John 
was over- againſt the houſe now belonging to Mrs. Bracebridge, viz. on the other 
ſide of the ſtreet ; but then the ſtreet here is very wide. I am alſo to obſerve, that 
behind the houſe of Mrs. Bracebridge, and at the diſtance of more than three 
breadths of the ſtreet from thence, there was heretofore a Dominican friery, now 


quite demoliſhed : but theſe houſes are modern; and the latter of them without 


any revenue whatſoever, and the income of the former but very inconſiderable, as 
ou may ſee in the Notitia Monaſtica ;” and conſequently neither of them can 
ſuppoſed to have had abilities to carry on ſo expenſive an undertaking : nor 
does it appear to me, after all my enquiries, that ſuch a paſſage could be of any 
real uſe to either of the religious houſes. There is yet another objection to this 
part of the tradition, which ariſes from the place, or ſeat, where the paſſage is ſaid 
to have ended. Bradgate never was a religious houſe, nor any thing but a hunt- 


ing feat. The chapel, abovementioned to have been left ſtanding, ſeems to have 
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been only a private oratory, without any conſecration, or other act of the Biſhop, 
to privilege or diſtinguiſh it. Indeed, the preſent noble Lord, who is now the pro- 

rietor thereof, is ſaid to have a ſmall- territory, or diſtrict, in which be claims to 
Lo an entire juriſdiftion ; and he has attempted to call his caſtle the head, or 
ſeat, of ſuch juriſdiction; but I rather incline to think his claim of juriſdiction to 
ariſe from certain words in the original grant of the impropriation of Ratby to the 
Crown, in purſuance or under colour of the Royal Supremacy, and the ſtatute of 
Henry VIII. for enabling the King to grant away the power of viſiting churches, 
together with the ſites, &e. of the church. But to return to my former ſubject. 
There is reaſon to believe, that Bradgate Houſe is, in point of time, ſubſequent 


to the reign of Edward II. perhaps not built till the reign of Henry VIII. See 
Dugd. 657, and Leland's Itinerary, vol. II. p. 187. 


« Beſides theſe already mentioned, there is another or different tradition concerning 
a vaulted paſſage to Bradgate; according to which tradition, the beginning thereof 


was within the ſite of Groby Caſtle, heretofore the ſeat of the Greys; and the uſe 
or deſign of the paſſage is diſtinguiſhed to be for a private communication from ſuch 
caſtle to Bradgate. And, indeed, if there be any real foundation for either of the 
traditions concerning a vaulted paſſage, I incline to believe that this latter tradition 
muſt be conſtdered as delivering the true ſtate of it. However, though I bave 
frankly ſtated my own ſentiments, I readily ſubmit them to your conſideration and 
cenſure; yet am deſirous, by way of caution, to recommend to you an enquiry after 
the vault at Worceſter. In the mean time, I do not forget my promiſe in reſpe& 
to the fonts and chancels in this town: but I have not as yet had leiſute to view 
them, and make my obſervations thereupon ; and ſo muſt defer them for the ſubject 
of a letter hereafter, from, Sir, your moſt humble ſervant, SAMVUEL CARTE.“ 


Ann. 1562, on the 16th of January, a great tempeſt of wind and thunder happened 


in the towne of Leiceſter; which uncovered 411 baies of houſes, and overturned 
many. Stow's Chronicle, Abridgment by Edm. Howes, p. 284. 

June 12, 1724, at two in the afternoon, at Leiceſter, was a ſurprizing and vio- 
lent ftorm of thunder, lightning, and hail, preceded by a great cloud, ſo black, 
as to be darker than on the day of the great eclipſe. The hailſtones, which fell in 
great quantities, were ſo large, that ſome of them meaſured fix inches round, and 
ſcarce any that fell were ſo ſmall as a hazel-nut, which did conſiderable damage 
to the fruits of the earth, and lay in great quantities five hours after the ſtorm, 

Aug. 18, 1943, at Leiceſter, about eight in the evening, there happened a vio- 
lent ſtorm of Hail and rain, attended with terrible thunder and lightning, which 


laſted two hours; pieces of five inches in length, and hail-ſtones two inches in cir- 


cumference, fell; which killed ſome hundreds of birds, that were found next morn- 
ing in the gardens within the town. The ſtreets were ſo flooded, that ſcarcely one 
houſe in ten but had its firſt floor filled with ſuch quantities of water, that the 
people were obliged to carry it out in pails; and ſome cellars were overflowed fix 
feet deep, whereby ſeveral of the inhabitants ſuſtained great damage. Many wag- 
gon loads of ice were to be ſeen the Saturday morning following. Thoſe who 


have been at ſea, and ſaw this ſtorm, compared it to the breaking of water-ſpouts 
coming down in the ſtreams.

The vicarage, with that of St. Peter's annexed, was formerly in the patronage 
of the Abbot of Leiceſter, and is now in the 05 of the Crown. It includes allo 
the ancient pariſh of St. Michael's, and part, if not the whole, of St. Clement's #,

This ſerving for the union of the two pariſhes during the life of Mr. Rudyard 
only, in order to the perpetual union of them the following petition was made, viz. 


« Villa Leiceſir'. To all Chriſtian people to whom this prefente wrytinge ſhall 
come, the maior and burgeſſes of the town of Leiceſter, in the county of Leiceſter, 
and alſo William Rudyarde, clerk, vicare perpetual of the ſaid pariſh of St. Peter's 
in the ſaid town of Leiceſter, and of the pariſh of All Saints in the ſame town, 
ſend greeting in the Lord God everlaſting. Whereas the pariſh church of the ſaid 
pariſh of St. Peters in Leiceſter aforeſaid was many years paſt utterly decayed, 
the church and vicaridge houſe thereof taken down, and nothing thereof remaining, 
and while it was ſtanding bad but the portion of five pounds yerely, to the utmoſt 
value, belonging unto ytt, for the indifferent mayntenance of a mynyſter to ſerve 
the cure there; and the faid pariſh church of All Saints in the aforeſaid town of 
Leiceſter, being next thereunto adjoyning, hath alfo very ſmall mayntenance, being 
but of the yearly value of eight pounds at the moſt, the which church of All Saints 
ys 2 very fayr, convenyent, and large church, and much coſt thereof of late be- 


ſtowed, whereby yt ys able to receyve the inhabitants of both the ſaid par iſhes, 


as ys manifeſt to the wholl town, where they often doe frequent themſelves, to the 
heyringe of the preachinge of God's moſt holye worde; in confideration wiereof, 
we the ſaid maior and burgeſſes of the ſaid town of Leiceſter, and alſo I the ſaid 
William Rudyarde, clerk, vycar perpetual of both the ſaid pariſhes, have, and 
by theſe preſents doo give our full, wholl, perfect, and abſolute conſents and aſ- 
ſents, that the ſaid two pariſhes may be unyted and annexed together into one only 
church and pariſh, by the name of the pariſh church of All Saints in Leiceſter, 
according to the ſtatute in that caſe _ and provided. In wytnes whereof, wee 
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the aforeſaid maior and burgeſſes of the town of Leiceſter have hereunto our 
common ſeal of the ſame town; and alfo I the ſaid William Rudyarde, clerk, vy- 
car of both the ſaid pariſhes, have hereunto ſette my ſeal and ſubſcribed my name. 
Dated att rhe town of Leiceſter aforeſaid, 2d Feb. in the year of the raigne of 
our ſovereign lady Elizabeth the two and thirtieth.“

« And I William, by God's permiſſion, Buſhop of Lincoln, in conſideration of the

« The Dominicans, alias Black Fryars, or Fryars Preachers *,“ ſays Mr. Carte, 
were thoſe ſituate near the North gate (which in the plan of Leiceſter are called 
White Fryars); He found them mentioned by the title of“ St. Clement's, alias 
dict le Blake Freares in le Aſhes,” and ſuppoſed ** in le Aſhes” related to the many 
Aſh trees which of old grew in their preeincts, and that they had the title of St. 
Clement's becauſe ſituated in the pariſh of St. Clement. Of this it is ſome evi- 
dence, that, as above mentioned, the lane which runs along the fide of this Friery

This pariſh lies ont of the franchiſes of the town of Leiceſter. The church 
was ſituated over againſt the further end of the North bridge; and, being ruinous, 
was rebuilt a little before the war between the King and Parliament in 1642, 
and at that time was ſmall, but neat. When Leiceſter was made a garriſon, ſeeing 
that the fituation gave it the command of the bridge, it was judged proper to 
demoliſh it entirely; but the church-yard is ſtill uſed for burial of the pariſh-- 
joners. The rectory ' afforded 6 f. 108. communibus annis, and the vicarage was ſo 
ſmall that it could not maintain a vicar; and therefore, in 1437, it was ordained. 
by. the abbot and convent, with the approbation of the Biſhop of Lincoln, that 
any chaplain, choſen and appointed by the abbot, ſhould ſerve the cure inſtead of 
a vicar, to whom they paid 2 . 135, 4d, per ann. At preſent one or other of the 
icars in town perform ſuch —— divine offices to the pariſhioners as are re- 
quiſite, to whom the eccleſiaſtical court has granted the ſequeſtration of the vicarage.. 


Mr. Bickerſtaffe adds, The demoliſhed church, at the foot of St. Sundays 
bridge without, which commanded the North - gate ſtreet, commencing at the other 


* Henry Duke of Lancaſter, in 1356, gave this prior and convent leave to fiſh in the river 
Soare three days in a week, viz, Wedneſday, Friday, and Saturday, along their preeincts, pro- 
vided that they fiſhed by day, and not by night, and that with a net of convenient meſh, ſo as 
not to deſtroy the young fn.

The inter- 
nal height of the other hill lope or mound oppoſite on the Knighton. hill fide, parallel to, that 
on the Soar ſide, forty-one links, South-eaſt, On the Knighton hill ſide, the flope of the modad is 
but twenty one links, meaſuring from the middle of the ridge at top ; terminating or rather in- 
terſeRing a very large field, near the bottom of the eaſy deſcent or declivity from Knighton hill, 
a ſmall rife, The outward or South-eaſt wall, facing the infirmary, free-ſtone, three feet and an 


inch thick; as appears by the door-way between the two houſes, ſeemingly a modern perfora- 


tion, at the Eaſt end of the ſecond magazine, which ſeem to have been ſtore-houſes, or rooms 
adjoining to the ſaid magazine, though much lower at preſent, This ſecond magazine is eighty 
links in front; but it is from the Weſt ſide of the magazine, to the wall end Eaſt, incluſive, one 
chain, fixty-four links; the end of this wall ſeems in a line with Mr, Bunney's garden-wali, 
which joins that very high wall, continued from the firſt magazine going down the Newark. 
The gap or breach on the Weſt fide the ſecond magazine or citadel is fixty-two links wide, to 
the edge of the remaining old wall, which is alſo a yard and an inch thick. The breadth or 
depth of the ſecond magazine is thirty-five links. It is ſeven chains, fixty-nine links, from the 
face extra, or to the field of the ſecond magazine weſterly, to the Newark old wall, as level with 
the late Mr. Bunney's ſummer-houſe outſide. Seventy-two yards of brick wall from the Weſt 
end of that ſummer-houſe, to the free-ſtone wall; which has a parapet and battlements, from 
its junction with the firſt magazine, to this meeting with the brick wall, where it turns from the 
Newark in a South-eaſt direction, to join the outward wall in Bonner's or Swan's Mill Lane, 
where it is on a level with, and near, the ſecond magazine, through the diſtance, as deſcribed, 
from the end of the ſummer-houſe wall to the upper fide of the ſecond magazine, i. e. weſterly. — 
The Newark, in two places of the old Pariſh Book, is ſaid to be in St. Mary's pariſh; and in 
another, independent. My old friend, wrangling Cheſhire, the Doctor, never forgot his broken 
head, occafioned by his own crutch, in the hand of incenſed Recorder Wright ; but, at the head 
of the animated pariſh of St. Mary, he puſhed the Recorder and his Newarkians to a law-de- 


ciſion, 
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or citadel, where the aſſailants entered, by ſtorm, a breach in a line with St. Mary's 
church, and to the right ſoon branching up the Newark, to the back part of the 
other magazine. There is ſtill a flight veſtige, of the arch of the gateway, on the 
Weſt fide of the ſaid fortreſs, with moſt of the building, and the breach yet 
ruinous, though the top of the fortreſs is now edged with brick; I obſerve a cellar 
hole, and door way on its Eaſt fide, at leaſt a yard in thickneſs. The ſituation 
both of this chapel and of St. Leonard's church was equally hurtful in turn to the. 
beſiegers and beſieged, eſpecially ſince the invention of artillery.

ST. MARGARET'S. - 
This church may till deſerve the character which Leland gave it, of being the 


faireſt pariſh church in Leiceſter, where once was a cathedral chureb, and near 
which the biſhop of Lincoln had a palace, whereof a little yet ſtandeth, as he ſays 
in his Itinerary, When all the other churches in Leiceſter were ſettled upon the 
abbot and his monks, in proprios uſus, this eſcaped, as not belonging to the earl, 
but to the biſhops of Lincoln, who made it a prebend of that cathedral, whereby 


cifion, which decreed them the care of their own poor; and it is now diſconnected and extra- 
parochial, It was a neſt of ſtrangers of the vagrant order, and doubtful charaQters, to the fre- 
quent and conſiderable encumbrance of the pariſh ; but the old leaven is now purged away; and 
well-eyed circumſpeRtion, the offspring of ſelf - preſervation, wards off ſuch nuiſanoes. 

Old Mr, Brewin, who lately kept the Raw Dyke Turnpike, ſhewed me an ancient copper 
piece, which I doubted not was a Roman coin, though not legible : he had parted with another 
2 little before, in better condition. They were both found near the ſurface of the Raw Dyke, 
within the narrow extent of his garden edge, which takes in part of its ſummit on the South-eaſt, 

The whole length of the Roman Dykes is 667 yards, 1 foot, 6 inches; and they are not 500 
paces from the South Gate, ſays Camden, He muſt mean that gate by the ſecond magazine, 
which makes part of the breach, and was ſtrictly South from the town; for the other gate, 
though called South, was South-eaſt, and at a much greater diſtance than 5300 paces from the

* « The perſon who had the chief management of this workhouſe tells me, that before the 
building of the pariſh houſes in 1914, they paid above 3ol. per annum rent for the poor, aud 
that the whole charge on the poor was about zool. per annum; for defraying which, they levied 
46. in the pound, rent, For building the houſes, they borrowed 240l. and reduced their levies 
from 4s. to 3s. 4d. by which levies ſo reduced, they paid off the 24ol. in five years. About 


1720, the poor began to increaſe again, ſo that there was little or no further abatement in their 


levies. In 1723, they borrowed '2o0l. for making alterations and additional buildings to the 
pariſh-houſes built 1914 3 as a working-room, a kitchin, cellar, a pump, and other conveniencies, 
for turning them into a workhouſe, which, he believes, will ſave the pariſh two thirds of their 
former levies. Before the ſetting up the workhouſe, the weekly payments to the poor were 31.

The ſalary 
ef the maſter, the number of the poor in the workhonſe, and orders of management, are much 
the ſame as in St. Martin's pariſh, ſaving that they truſt the maſter himſelf to buy the . proviſions, 
The ſmall- pox being this year very rife in the town, they make ſome allowance to poor families 
viſited with them, which are not in the workhouſe, which occaſions the weekly charge of the 
poor to be about al. over and above the product of the labours of rhoſe in the workhouſe, which 
varies according to circumſtances, from 88. to 158. They have bought about eleven ton of 
coals, to ſerve the houſe for the year current, and allow two ſtrike of malt for a hogſhead of 
deer, and the poor have hot meat three times a week.“ Account of Workhouſes, p. 146. 
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Near the Eaſt end of the North aiſle of the church there is till an alabaſter 


monument, raiſed about three quarters of a yard above the floor, with the figure 


of a biſhop lying on it, in his epiſcopal habit; a whole length figure, a ring on 
the fourth finger of its right hand, and on the firſt and fourth of the left; the work.

Penny, a conſiderable benefactor towards the re-building of this church, and the

In the church yard, a ſplendid monument adorned” with military trophies, and 
containing the following inſcription, is haſtening rapidly to decay: 


Here are depoſited, by his expreſs deſire, the remains of the Right Honour- 


able Andrew Lord Rollo, a Scots peer, who betaking himſelf, though late, to a 
military life, ſoon became diſtinguiſhed by the exertion of every talent which con- 
ſtitutes the ſpirited commander, the humane officer, and compleat gentleman, As 
lieutenant-colonel commandant, he embarked with the 22d regiment in the year 
1756 for North America, from whence, after a ſeries of the ſevereſt and moſt" 


dangerous ſervices in the year 1761, as brigadier-general, he was detached by Ge- 


ral Amherſt, to reduce the iſland of Dominique, with 700 men, which he happily ef- 
feed. He ſoon after-ſhared in the ſiege of Martinique, where he loſt his only ſon, 
a youth of rhe moſt promiſing hopes, who had ferved the Generals Amherſt and 
Monkton as brigade-major. He afterwards landed at the Havannah, where be 
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ſerved at the head of a brigade, till within ten days of the reduction of Port Moro 
when the preſſure of preſent duty, the fatigues of paſt ſervices, a broken conſlitu. 
tion, and the importunity of his general and phyſicians, obliged him to retire, He 
died at Leiceſter the 2d of June, 1765, in the 61ſt year of his age, on his way to 
Briftol, where he had been adviſed to go for the recovery of his health.“ 


In the ſame church-yard is a grave-ſtone of curious workmanſhip, by Mr. Wil. 
liam Firmadge of Leiceſter, in memory of Mr. John Ireland. 


The burials in this cemetery,” it has been archly obſerved, are not properly in- 
terments, but remind us of the Stygian Ferry, as the graves within and without the 
church are frequently navigable ; with a well near the font, not a yard from the 
floor. 


The following inſcription in golden letters is placed in St. Margaret's Church 
Lane, about the houſes there, in lieu of the Cockmuck Hill Poors' Houſes, anni- 
hilated to open the ſtreet, and afford a ſtation for Hadi ian's road-ſtone , mounted 
on two circular ſteps, and topped with a lamp : 


The corparation of Leiceſter, and Thomas Chamberlain of the ſame place, 
Gent. gave 50 l. each to remove the fix Poors' Houſes, called the Cockmuck Hill, 
out of Belgrave Gate upon this ſpot. The reſidue of the money (which amounted 
to..) was raiſed by a voluntary ſubſcription of the pariſhioners. Mrs. Catherine 
Holmes gave five hundred weight of coals to the occupier of each houſe, on St. 
Thomas's Day yearly for ever. N. B. This donation was charged upon a houſe 
in Belgrai e Gate, now the property of Mr. Thomas Wh-atly, who has paid a cer- 
rain ſum of money into the hands of the pariſh officers of St. Margaret's; and they 
have engaged, in behalf of the pariſh, that the ſaid coals ſhall in future be provided 
by them. |

any priviledge or emolument as may ariſe from the charity: and they are ftrifly 
prohibited from taking in any lodgers or inmates. When any of the windows are 
broken, the occupiers ſhall repair them at their own expence ; on neglecting ſo to 
do, when called upon, the pariſh officers will give directions to have them made 
good, and the charge of ſo doing will be ſtopped off their yearly coals.

ST. MARTIN's. 


This church, perhaps the largeſt and beſt in the county, is very ancient. Mr. 
Throſby, who, from his immediate connexion with it as pariſh clerk, has taken much 
Jaudable pains in ſearching into its hiſtory, and from whoſe labours a principal part / 
of the preſent deſcription of this edifice- is taken, has not been able to diſcover 
when it was firſt built. When rebuilt after the deſtruction * of Leiceſter in the 

- reign of Henry II. it conſiſted only of three ailes. The other aile, wherein the 
Confiſtory Court is held, was an addition made to it ſome time after the church 
was built. The outer wall being taken down, on nearly the ſame ground 
whereon it ſtood was erected that remarkable light range of cluſtered columns : 
which now ſupports the roof. It alſo appears, from an obſervation of Mr. Carte, 
that the chancel of this church was built, on ſome account, after the main fabric, 
« Cancella Sancti Martini edificata fuit anno Domini 1409, & conſtabat 341.” 

Within this church there were formerly two chapels, as appear by the accompts 

of the churchwardens, which, to the credit of the pariſh, are now well preſerved 
fo long back as 1544. In two or three places, in the firſt folio of theſe ac- 
compts, are charges for repairing the chapel ; and in one place, in the payments for 
1544, Payd to the plumar for a dais wore on our Lady Chappelt;” and in ano- 
ther place, a few years after, a charge for work done in St. George's Chapel. The 
former was at the eaſt end of the ſouth broad aile, and the latter at the weſt end of 
the ſame, where ſtood St. George's horſe harneſſed in the church fplendour of thoſe 
times. There were alſo three altars in this church before the diſſolution: The 
High Altar, St. Dunſtan's, and St. Catharinc's; and, probably, the two laſt ſtood, 
one in what is now called Heyrick's chancel, and the other near the entrance into 
the veſtry. 


* Before that event, Mt. Throſby inclmes to think “that the church, and even fome of the 
ſtreets, ſtood in a different poſition ; and obſerves, in ſupport of that opinion, that, in 1770, in 
finking to make a cellar in the High-ſtreet, there was found a remarkable ſtrong foundation, 
which took à direction right acroſs the ſtreet.

That from St. Mary's church 
appears to have been more ſplendid than the reſt, the image of the Virgin Mary 
being thence carried under a canopy borne by four perſons, with a minſtrel harp, 
or other muſick before her, and twelve perſons repreſenting the twelve apollles, 
each of which had the name of the apoltie whom he repreſented written on parch- 
ment fixed in his bonnet, and fourteen perſons bearing banners, with the virgins in 
the pariſh attending. When they came to St. Margaret's, among other oblations, 
there were two pair of gloyes, whereof one is ſaid to be for God, and the other 
for St. Thomas of India . From St. Martin's church the image of St. Martin was 
carried, with twelve perſons repreſenting the twelve apoſtles, and twelve banners, 
&c. but no muſick, nor any canopy over St. Martin. |

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A lectureſhip was founded in this pariſh in the laſt century; and a pariſh work- 
- houſe eſtabliſhed here early in the preſent “*. 


« The portrait of King Charles I. at the Eaſt end of the South aile of this church, 
is a copy of the picture at the title-page. of moſt editions of Etc Baowiny. Its 
frame is ſeven feet and a half from fide to fide, and about the ſame in height. The 
pariſh books are filent about the time and artiſt; but, as it leans towards, and 
is cloſe to, the confiſtory or ſpiritual court, it is ſuppoſed to have been executed 
at their expence, as their triumph and trophy, who fell with him their patron, and 
whom their gratitude has revived on canvas their tutelar ſaint. But where (ſays 
Mr. Bickerſtaffe) is Archbiſhop Laud, their champion and martyr > There is room 
for bim over his maſter, and even by his fide, locus eff & pluribus umbris ; what 
a marvellous change! - He, whom in his life-time in 1645 the very women bore 
arms againſt to keep him out of this town, is now in quiet poſſeſſion of that church 
whoſe doors he broke open to ſubdue the annoyance from the leads, as appears by 
an entry in the pariſh-book, thus: Paid Francis Morley for mending the locks of 
« the church-doores, broke by the King's army, three ſhillings.” 


*The following account of it is from a letter dated Oct. 10, 1724. In April laſt, St. 
Martin's pariſh determined to convert their pariſh houſes into a Workhouſe, by joining two of 
the lower apartments into one, for a working-room, and fitting up two others for a kitchin, a 
cellar, &c. and furniſhing them. They firſt made choice of a maſter, Who has the immediate 
care of the poor, to keep them in order, and employ them in ſuch work as they are capable of, 
and ſee that their food is duly prepared and given to them, &c. He has two apartments aſſigned 
to him, his diet and waſhing, and 121. a year falary. The pariſh overſeers buy all things neceſ- 
ſary for the houſe, and the poor in it. For their cloathing, they buy whole pieces of woollen and 
linen; which, when cut out, is made up into cloaths, by ſuch of the poor as are capable of it. 
The overſeers, about once a month, ſend in five ſtrike of malt, which the maſter brews at once 
into good drink; and every Saturday the overſeers buy for them a ſufficient quantity of whole- 
ſome meat, and ſend it to the maſter. If any of the poor fall ſick, a proper provifion is made 
for thera, and ſome of their fellow - poor are appointed to attend them. They are all confined 
within the precincts of the houſe, and are not to go out of it without leave of the maſter ; if 
any of them have employment abroad, they are obliged to return in a due hour; and whoever 
employs them, agrees with the maſter for the wages, and pays them to him ; which, together 
with the produti of the labours of rhe reſt, he delivers to the overſcers every Friday in the evening, 
who then take the accounts from the maſter ; and add out of the pariſh-ſtock, what is wanting 
for making proviſion for the following week. The general method for employing them, befides 
what is above mentioned, is in ſpinning jerſey : ſuch as cannot ſpin are ſet to knit ſtockings for 
the reſt, and one is appointed to teach the children to read. The time of working is twelve 
hours in the day, winter and ſummer, The number af the poor is 28, viz. 16 old, and 12 under 
8 years of age. The product of their labours, one week with another, is about 148. the charge 
of maintaining them weekly is about 21. that is, about 11. 6s. above their labour, The charge of 
maintaining the poor uſed to be about 250 or 3ool, a year. The charge this year, in cloathing the 
poor, upon placing them in the workhouſe, and buying utenſils, &c. is much greater than can 
be in future years ; and yet the overſeer aſſures me, that he is confident the pariſh will even this 
year fave 100l, The children have a form placed in the alley, before the ſeat of the pariſh of - 
cers, to ſit upon on Sundays; but there is no particular place as yet aſſigned to the elder poor 
at church,” This workhouſe is ſtill kept vp, though not preciſely in the manner here deſcribed,

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« Under the South-weſt gallery ſtairs in this church is a triple frame of oaken 
ſeats, like compaſs chairs, the pommels human heads. The firſt head or pommel 
a crow n or coronet next the ſtairs, on the left to the fitter; xhe ſecond, or right 
pommel from that, a ſort of cap highly and broadly edged round; the third from 
the ſtairs a plain head uncapped, or worn or broken off; the fourth head broken 
off entirely; as you face it, the firſt of the three fears on the left, the only one 
that turns up, has a moveable ſitting-board, through which is a hole wide enough 
for a very thick wand, more than an inch and half deep; on the reverſe, or under, 
the figure ſtrong in alto relievo of a dragon, or flying ſerpent, with long talons and 
expanded wings, colour black-leaden, over two human skulls, at the ends of a curve 
paſſing through the ſcalps; a fight horrid enough to make a liitle ſenſibility ſhud- 
der! The monſter reſts on the lower part of its tail, tied or turned over towards 
irs extremity ; one paw only appears with four nails; two nails much below theſe, 
as belonging to the not appearing extremity of the other paw. This frame, which- 
formerly ſtood near the Eaſt fide of the South-eaſt door, facing the great walk in 
the church-yard, over which the church commands the ſtreet, the foldiers of King 
Charles I. might ſet on fire with menaces when they forcibly entered to check the 
enemy on the church, who made no fmall havock of the paſſing Loyaliſts. Thus 
we may account for the burnt appearance of the fore- part of the right hand ſup- 
porter or foot of the well · timbered cathedræ; or they might fix to the chair one 
of the noxious aſſailants, and burn him to intimidate the reſt. Though I will 
not deny but ſome peaceable workmen might fire it careleſsly; yet I had rather, en- 
couraging the miraculous and hiſtorically intereſting incident, incline to the former 
account. ; 

There is a like triple frame in the chancel of St. Mary's, on the left of the pul- 
pit ftairs, and cloſe to them. The left ſeat, as that of St. Martin's, turas up, and 
is decorated underneath with cluſters of grapes; the ſemicirele ex adverſs, i.e 

under the ſeat of the firſt compaſs chair, over a tree well ſtemmed, well branched, 
and well cluſtered with berries or grapes. There is alſo a double compaſs chair on 
each fide of the chancel door at St. Margaret's. 

In the nave are two chandeliers with orbs and branches each; that neareſt the 
reading-deſk the gift of Alderman Gabriel Newton, at the defire of his wife Eliza- 
beth | Wells}; whoſe baſe was a ſenſible obſtruction to the reader, till the faid 
nave was underdrawn or ceiled, and that with elegance, at 801. expence ; the 
other given at the ſame time by the corporation. 

« A fuperb clock with two dials, South-eaſt and North-weſt, repeating the quar- 
ters by four muſical ſtrokes at each: the mechanifm within is an agreeable object, 
through the glazier's art. Mr. Arnold, now of Leiceſter, who prepoſſeſſed the 
pariſh in his weil by founding their ſteeple harmony of eight delightful bells, 
and whoſe genius takes no ſmall range in ſeveral departments, is to give farther 
proofs of his abilities, in two additional belts and chime.“ W. B.

In 1729 an extraordinary diſpute aroſe between Mr. Carte, and Mr. Jackſon, the maſter of 

' Wigſton's Hoſpital, reſpe&ing the Trinity, which was conducted with an acrimony that diſgraces 

the profeſſors of Religion. Mr. Carte was a rigid Trinitarian, and Mr. Jackſon publicly pto- 

feſſed the Unitarian Syſtem. In the eſtabliſhment of Wigſton's Hoſpital, either the maſter or 

l © confrater is obliged to preach a ſermon on Sundays, in the afternoon, in St. Martin's church. 
The vicar, with a manlineſs and zeal that became his ſunction, held out to the people a picture 

of a dying Saviour; and a God in a Ghoſtly Comforter; the other, with as much zeal, and 

t claffical knowledge, but with leſs temperance, and in defiance of that eſtabliſhment which 


tbe had engaged to defend at his ordination, boldly afſerted the doctrine of One only God, For 3

time the church was crouded to hear theſe zealous diſputants, They each had their par- 
tiſans. One Sunday the churchwardens, in the midſt of Mr, Jackſon's diſcourſe, bad him leave 
the pulpit ; another Sunday the ſexton was placed to prevent his going into the pulpit ; tilt at 


length, the people growing-weary of the diſpute, the ſeats in the church were left almoſt 


without hearers. The bickerings ended with an appeal to the Dutchy Court, reſpecting 
the claims of the one and the privileges of the other; and, like moſt diſputes of this kind, 
each party found themſelves involved in conſiderable expences, and neither of them was much a 
gainer. The following copies tranſcribed by Mr, Throſby from the accompt- books of the 
churchwardens of St. Martin's will, in ſome meafure; confirm this narrative.

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In the year 1784, in digging a grave under the ſteeple, in the ſpace be. 
tween che pave and he chancel of this church, ſeveral ſcuttles full of caitle-bones 
horns, and jaw-bones of the herd, came to light, the teeth in many inſtances _ 
tire, five feet deep from the ſurface, and a foot deep in bones, with an appearance 
of a lateral continuation. Some months before, a few yards diſtant South of the 
above diſcovery, near the ſteeple, or belfry door, were met with (in making a 
grave, within a foot of the furtace, continuing on all fides, as well as through the 
cut, and not terminating with it) a vaſt quantity of very large pebbles, wedged or 
heaped together, without mterſtices of earth or-mortar*. Foundations, well ſet in 
martar, have likewife ſometimes occurred to the preſent ſexton, within the precincts 
of this church f. About a quarter of a mile on the Weſt of this church, is a place 
called“ Holy Bones,” a few yards from St. Nicholas's church ealterly ; where many 
like bones of victims have at times been diſcovered; and on the Weſt fide, within 
four or five yards of this latter church, are the remains of an ancient work, called 
* ſury Wah,“ compoſed of rude unequal foreft-ſtones, with a kind of bricks: two 
inches in thickneſs; in mortar of the ſame dimenſions. In this wall, over narrow 
diameters of ſeemingly; imperfe@ furnaces, are wide and. high arches, ſtrongly 
blackened like the under parts, and edged abruptly, as a ruin; probably a place 
for ſacrifice, correſponding with. the Holy Bones.” It was. not, unuſual, in early 
times, to convert Heathen temples into Chriſtian churches z or to raiſe, on their 
fire, places for the-worſhip of the true God. tum & Alia o 

The guild os St. George, which was holden in St. Martin's church, gave annually 
public notice to the inhabitants at large, of the day appointed for the pleaſureable 
amuſement deſcribed in pp. 494. 693. 8 

To the chapel of St. George, it appears by the church -wardens accompts, there 
belonged an altar, chalice, pyx, &c. ee | 4 

In this church 'was alſo founded the Corpus Chriſti guild, which was the oldeſt 
and moſt principal guild in Leiceſter '- .. 

To the high altar of this church, there was an aſcent by a fine regular range of 
ſteps ; but in the puritanic times, an order being given for the deſtruction of 
every thing which bore the moſt diſtant ſemblance to the religion of Rome, 
tnefe fteps, among other things, were ordered to -be removed, as appears by 
the following charge, which is copied from the accounts of Robert Blount and 
Philip Man, churchwardens for 1645: Paid William Haſtwell, maſon, according 
& to his bill, for 'takeing downe the ſteppes leadinge to the communion table, ap-

The mayor of Leiceſter always viſits St. Martin's church, on Eaſter Sunday, 
St. Matthew's day (when the mayor is choſen), Monday after St. Martin, Chriſt- 
mas-day, Sunday after St. John's, and New Year's day. 

The corporate aſſemblies in Leiceſter, when convened in their official capacity, 
attend divine ſervice here; as do the biſhop of the dioceſe, and the judges of the 
afſize, The archdeaconry of Leiceſter alſo continues to be held here. 


In 1705 there were ſpacious galleries erected in this church for young people, ; 


there being before that time only a loft at the Weſt end of it, called the ſcholars' 
loft; and nearly at the ſame time the church was handſomely pewed. 

At the Eaſt end of the middle aile was formerly a fmall organ, which, in 1754, 
was repaired and ornamented with a new cafe, and placed at the Weſt end of the 
ſame aile. This alteration” being inadequate to the wiſhes of the pariſhioners, ſome 
attempts were ineffectually made to obtain a new one, till in 1773 a ſpirited ſubſcrip- 
tion was begun by the corporation of Leiceſter and ſeveral individuals of the pa- 
riſh, aided by the warm efforts of the then churchwarden, Mr. William Carte, 
who, by his aſſiduity in this buſineſs, obtained of the nobility and gentry in the 
neighbourhood ſome liberal ſubſcriptions. When a ſufficient ſum was raiſed, an 
agreement was' made with Mr. Snetzler, who articled to complete an organ agreeable 
to the conditions ſpecified, which was opened at the anniverſary of the Leiceſter 
infirmary, Sept. 21, 1774, to a brilliant and reſpectable aſſembly. The band of 
muſicians which accompanied it that day had a temporary loft erected, reachin 
nearly half way along the middle aile ; and the performers were honoured _ 
the aſſiſtance of the Earl of Sandwich, upon the kettle-drums. Beſides moſt of 
the nobility and gentry of theſe parts, who were of the auditory, was Omiab, the 
famed native of Otaheite. The whole expence of this capital organ, including 
every incidental charge, was 600l. Much commendation on this head is due to a 
worthy native of this pariſh, who, poſlefled of intereſt, kindly made uſe of it, on 
this occaſion, to have the organ inſpected, in almoſt every ſtage of its building, by 
the moſt qualified perſons; as appears by the following letter of thanks, ſrom the 
ſubſcribers and pariſhioners aſſembled in veſtry, Oct. 27, 1774: |

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theſe talents to the glory of God and the good of mankind (of both which you have lately given

It was let by Mr. Haines for 403. a year, till reduced to an additional burial- 
ground, between the town library and the dwelling-houſe of the maſter of Wig. 
ſton's hoſpital ;_ againſt the South-weſt door of the church; it was purchaſed of a 
man of Peatling. The vicar; has in lieu an handſome annual allowance. There 
was formerly a well at the end of the church-yard wall, by the town ball, now 
covered. We read of chapel wells; this was, no doubt, the church well. |

* Thomas Tilſye and Urſula Rufſel were maryed; and becauſe the ſayde Tho- 
mas was, and is naturally deafe, and alſo dumbe, fo that the order of the forme of 
mariage uſed ufually amongeſt others which can heare and ſpeake, could not for 
his parte be obſerved. After the approbation had from Thomas the biſhoppe of

John Angel, leQurer at Leiceſter, a frequent and painful preacher, in great 
eſteem with the Preſbyterians, was choſen an aſſiſtant to the commiſſioners of 
Lincolnſhire, after his remove to Grantham, for the ejection of ſuch as they called 
ſcandalous and ignorant miniſters and ſchoolmaſters. He was himſelf forced to leaye 
his place by the Independent faction, becauſe he refuſed to take the engagement. 
He publiſhed ** The right Government of Thoughts,“ and four Sermons. He died 
at Grantham in 1655, and was ſeveral times heard to ſay, before he fell fick, that 
ir was his deſire to live to fee the end of the year 1660, becauſe he thought there 
would be a great revolution in England, in that year, as indeed it happened, by 
the reſtoration of King Charles II. 


Sept. 5, 1750, a little after noon, was felt a violent ſhock of an earthquake, at- 
tended with a ruſhing noiſe; at Leiceſter the houſes tottered, and ſeem to heave up 
and down, and people ran out of the churches and houſes, but no damage enſued, 
only the falling of ſome ſlates, part of a chimney, and ſome drinking-glaſſes from 
the ſhelves.

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In June, 1749, at Loughborough was moſt violent ſtorms of rain and hail, the 
ſtones of which meaſured two inches and a half round, and did incredible damage 


to the fruit, c. 


A navigation was opened here in 1778, ſupplied by ſeveral neighbouring brooks, 
and communicating with the river Soar, which brings up coals from Derby, &c. 


at a very eaſy price.

LUTTERWORTH. 


John Wickliff was preſented to this rectory by the King, April 7, 1374, 48 
Edw. III. and died 31 Dec. 1384, of an attack of a palſy, which ſeized him as he 
was hearing maſs, juſt at the elevation of the hoſt, at his rectory-houſe in this 
town +. The chair in which he is ſaid ro have breathed his laſt, is preſerved with 
the utmoſt veneration ; but has little to recommend it, either for elegance of work- 
manſhip, or peculiarity of form. It is engraved, however, in theſe Collections, 
Plate XVI. His body was buried in this church; but bis doctrines being condemned 
by the council of Conſtance, 1415, it was hen up and burnt, 1423, and the aſhes 
caſt into the brook Swift. His portrait, painted by a Mr. Fielding, probably one 
of the Denbigh family, and preſented by him about four years ſince to the parith, 
was fixed on the ſ»unding board of the pulpit ; but the ſituation not meeting with 
general approbation, it was removed, and now hang over the gallery at the weſt 
end of the nave. Another portrait of bim remains at Mr. torteſcue's at Huſ- 
band's Boſworth 7.

taught to read and write, This method is like to ſacceed beſt, and as our old people wear 
off, and our young grow up, it will be leſs chargeable every year. They live much more com- 
* fortably thus in common, than they could have done in their private houſes, with three times 
the ſum, on collections, as they call it. Their pot boils every day; they have their cow and

John Murray, M. A. 1778. 


Sir John Pulteney, a native of this town, from whom the church of St. Law. 
rence Poulteney derives its name, was four times Lord Mayor of London. He 
built the church of Allhallows the Leſs in Thames Street; the monaſtery of White 
Fryars in Coventry; a fair chapel on the North fide of St. Paul's, where he lies 
buried &; he was a great benefactor to the hoſpital of St. Giles, by Holborn ; and 
gave many great legacies for the relief of priſoners; and poor people. His fa- 
mily lived here not many years ſince in good credit and repute. 

he church, which is dedicated to St. Leonard, had two moieties anciently, 
and two patrons : but afterward came into the patronage of Mr. Pulteney; then 
to the family of Offley ; and is now the property of Naphtali Franks, Eſq. 

In this church are divers arms; and two monuments, one for Mr. Harpur, once 
pen of the church ; the other for Michael Poulteney, lord and patron of this 
place. | | 
Affixed to a pillar on the Eaſt fide of St. Eraſmus's chapel door in Weſtmin- 
ſter Abbey, is a monument for Lady Jane Crewe, a native of this town; whoſe epi-

The chapel is very ancient, built in the form of a croſs, has no ſteeple, but | 
one ſmall bell is hung in an open niche at the top of the weſt gable point.

Roger Brabazon had liberty of free warren here, granted unto bim temp. Ed- 
ward I. There is a ſmall wood which ſtill retains his name, called Brabazon wood, 
and remains of fiſh-ponds. Probably the manſion was near it. 


MOUNT SORREL 


Is ſo called from the river Soar, which runs on the borders of it, and an hill 
that riſes in the middle of the town ; and is compounded out of the Norman and 
Engliſh languages. It is famous now for nothing but its market Kept weekly on 
Monday, and a yearly fair on June 29, St. Peter's day, granted to Nicholas de Se- 
grave the elder, 20 Edward I; but was heretofore moſt famous for its caſtle, 
ſeated on a ſteep and craggy hill, and over-hanging the river, which firſt belonged 
to the Earls of Leiceſter, and afterwards to Saher de Quincy, Earl of Wincheſter, 
in the baron wars: but at this day there are no other remains of it, but an heap of 
rubbiſh; for in the year 1217, the inhabitants of theſe parts, who had ſuffered 
much by the excurſions of the garriſon, gathered together, and beſieged it; and 
having with great diſſiculty taken it, pulled it to the ground, as a neſt of the 
devil, and a den of thieves and robbers, which was done on this occaſion, as our

* 
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Engliſh chronicles tell us. This caſtle was well fortified in the reign of King Henry 
III; and being in the Lewiſian party of barons, the officers and ſoldiers, which 
were in garriſon, made incurſions frequently into the adjacent country, to- Pillage 
and plunder all they could ; which the caftle of Nottmgham, which was then in 
the King's hands, hearing great complaints of. they reſolved to ſet upon them, and, 
i poſſible, put an end to ſuch grievous calamities, as the poor peaſants at that 
time groaned under; whereupon, at the next ſally- out, they met and fought them, 
took ſome of the chief leaders, diſperſed the reſt, and returned back victorious to 
their caſtle. The King, hearing of this brave exploit againſt bis inteſtine enemies, 
commanded the high ſheriff of the county of Nottingham to gather the forces of 
the county together, and, with the garriſon of Nottingham, beſiege and demoliſh 
the caſtle of Mount Sorrel ; which accordingly he prepared to do. Lewis the 
Dauphine lay then at London; and hearing of the ſiege of his adherents here, he 
marched with 20,000 men to the relief of it ; but being met at Lincoln by King 
Henry's army, and defeated, he was forced to ſhift fcr himſelf, make the beſt con- 
ditions he conld, and depart the nation, leaving the garriſon of Mount Sorrel to 
defend themſelves as well as they could ; which they held out but a little while, 
and then ſurrendered them to the high ſheriff, who, according to the King's order, 
demoliſhed the caſtle, and it has never ſince been re-edified *. 


The town is partly in the parifh of Barrow, and partly in that of Rodeley.. 
The common field here, containing 300 acres, was incloſed in 1781. 


In the Gentleman's Magazine for September 1787, p. 790, is the following letter 
on a curioſity found here very lately (fee Plate X XII. where the engraving is about 
half the ſize of the original): | | 


As ſome workmen a few weeks ago were getting ſtone from the craggy rock at Mount Sorrel, 
in Leiceſterſhire, they found ſeveral pieces of old coin, and an ancient ſpur, of which I have 
taken a drawing, that is herewith preſented to your uſe, if deferving attention; but can give no 
account of the coins, the labourers having delivered them to the lord of the manor. The ſpur 
is of caſt copper, and has been gilt, which is ſtill vifible in the engraved ſtrokes of the Moſaic, 
Inſtead of a rowel at the neck, there is a pointed knob, much blunted by the hand of time, I 
ſuppoſe it by the form to be of ſome antiquity, and that rowels were of a later invention, The 
place where it was dug up is part of the ſite of the old caſtle. Ser de Quincy, Earl of Win- 
cheſter, defended this caſtle againſt King Henry III. but it was taken and raſed to the ground 
by Ranult Earl of Cheſter, anno 1217. | 

This ſpur probably belonged to ſome knight or other warrior there preſent; who, during. 
the fiege, might be flain and buried on the ſpot, as was the cuſtom, in his boots and ſpurs. 

© The coins and ſpur were found in a cavity, and with them ſome large bones, and apparently 
fragments of leather, a certain appendage alſo to the tpur ; both theſe laſt mouldered away on 
being expoſed to the air. ; 

„% When I was laſt at Mount Sorrel, 1 took notice of a curious Gothic ſtone croſs, raiſed 
upon ſteps in the centre of the market place, but it was concealed in part by a rough ill con- 
ſtructed ſhed. Not having viſited this place for many years, I cannot ſay if it be yet ſtanding,

Dr. Bentley, who was nephew to the juſtly celebrated Critic, and ſenior fellow of Trinity 
College, Cambridge, died at a very advanced age (ſee next note). May 21, 1713, was advertiſed, 
«* in a neat pocket volume, the moſt correct and beautiful edition ever yet printed of Q. Ho. 
t ratins Flaccus, ad nuperam Ricardi Bentleii editionem accuratè expreſſus. Notas addidit 
Thomas Bentleius, A. B. Coll. S. Trinitatis apud Cantabrigienſes alumnus. Cantab, typi 
1 . * academicis, impenſis C. Crownfield,” In 1718, he publiſhed ** Cicero de Finibus.“ In auk- 

ward imitation of his uncle Richard, he is ſaid to have attacked the Latinity of Taylor's famous 
„ Muſic Speech,” in 1730; critieiſing anonymouſly in a newſpaper the firſt ſentence, as an unuſual 
conſtruQion, with two infinitive words after fore ; which the Doctor vindicated in converſation, 
by authorities both ancient and modern. In 1741, an edition of © Callimachns,” for ſchools, 
in which are contained the Hymns and ſeveral of the ſelect epigrams, was publiſhed by Thomas

« phia Britannica,” art. R. BENTLEY, we are told, that the completion of the great Critic's in- 
tended edition of the Greek Teſtament was the principal enjoyment of the latter part of his life. 
He had collected and collated all the manuſcripts of Europe to which acceſs eould be obtained, 
For this purpoſe, his nephew (whoſe ' memorials we now record) travelled through Europe at 
* his uncle's expence. The work was of ſuch magnitude, that he found it neceſſary, for the 
firſt time, to publiſh propoſals for printing it by ſubſcription. The whole was compleated for 
publication, and he had received 20001. in part of the ſubſcription ; all which he returned to 
the ſubſcribers, when he took the reſolution of not letting it appear in the world during his own 
life. The work was in the poſſeflion of his nephew and executor, Dr. T. Bentley, who be- 
qu:athed his MSS. to the Univerſity of Cambridge; and it is hoped that it will now ſee the light, 
One generous literary action we can point out in the rector of Naileſton, The collation of the 
famous Vatican MS. he in 1784 permitted Dr. Woide to tranſcribe, for the uſe of his unparalleled 
dition of the Alexandrian copy of the New Teſtament; one of the cloſeſt imitations of the origi- 

nal MS. that the art of typography has produced.

NORMANTON TURVILE; and THURLESTON.. 


June 5,, 1741, in the evening, was a violent ſtorm, with thunder and lightning, 
which ſet fire to a barn of Mr. Bakewell's at Normanton, which in two hours burnt. 
down five bays of building.

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Olf three places of this name in the county, two are in the hundred of Sparken- 
hoe, and one in that of Framland; but neither of them is a diſtinct pariſh, Mor 
manton on the Heath is in the pariſh of Nailſton; another Normanton in that of 
Bottesford ; and Normanton-Turvile, which we are now more particularly about to 
deſcribe, forms great part of the pariſh of Thurleſton. 


This manor is deſcribed by Burton in 1622 as belonging to the Turvilet * and 
to Champaine. The heir general of Champaine was married to Bug, whoſe heir. 
eneral was married to Tur vile, lord of the ſaid manor. This eſtate was lately pur. 
chaſed by Halhed Smith, Eſq. together with the manor of Baſſet Houſes adjoining, 


No juſt idea can be formed of the old manſion of the Turviles at this place ; 
ſome ruins of the garden walls may be traced, part of the kitchen with a lone 
None chimney is perceivable, and what remains thereof is now converted into an 
indifferent habitation. 


Part of their other manſion, called New Hall Park, is yet ſtanding, being as well 
as the garden (about half an acre) ſurrounded by a deep and broad moat, over 
which there is a ſtone bridge, formerly, no doubt, a draw bridge; ſome old tone 
circular chimneys, now covered and grown over with ivy, forming a venerable 
and romantic view. The foundations of the whole building are of free-ſtone, and 
the ſuperſtructure half timber and plaiſter. This houſe was built early in the 
fifteenth century by Richard Turvile, and by. him conveyed in jointure to his wife 
Mergaret Bug, of Thurleſton, who was afterwards married to Sir Thomas Evering- 
bam, knight. Mr. Wells was told by the occupier, in 1787, that part of the 
old park pales are ſtill to be ſeen, which are preſerved out of curioſity, The ex- 
tent of the park, which borders upon Leiceſter Foreſt, is yet diſcernibie by the 
banks. | 


The laſt Mrs. Turvile of this family died in the hoſpital at Ravenſton ; and was 
buried in the chapel at Thurleſton, without any inſcription. She poſſeſſed an old 
pedigree of the family beautifully illuminated on vellum; which ſhe bequeathed to 
a faithful old ſervant, with an injunction to part with it to none but a Toxvity, 


This command was punQually obeyed ; and ſhe was handſomely rewarded for her 
fidelity and care. | | 


* The family of the TyRzviLEs, lords of Normanton Turvile, who yet continue lords of 
the ſame, is of great antiquity in this county, and one of the ancienteſt in the whole ſhire; 
which name came out of France with the Conqueror, and is there yet remaining ; for, about 
twenty years fince, I ſaw a French Treatiſe, printed at that time in Paris, dedicated to one 
Monfieur Fear de Tourvile, The Turviles have bore, Gules, three chevrons vairk. There 
were ſeveral houſes of them; as, Sir Nicholas de Turvile, knight, lord of Palinton, or Pailton, 
in the county of Warwick, who bore two chevrons, as appeareth by his ſeal fixed to a deed, dated 
the zoth year of Edward the Firſt; and Sir William de Turvile, knight, lord of the manor of 
Redworth, in the county of Warwick,” — Philip de Turwile was parſon of Bedworth in 1300, and 
founded a chantry there, See Dugdale's Warwickfhire, ed. Thomas, pp. 34+ 40. 119; and 
ſee the pedigree of the Turviles at large in the folding leaf which faces p. 252.

Gaſcoyne, Mr. Cotton, and ſome others, to meet the rebels at Preſton, was ſeized by the way 
by one commonly called Major Bradſhaw, and Mr. Matthews, a clergyman, and ſet at liberty by 
one Colonel Noel, juſtice of the peace ; but being born for his deſtiny, he went and joined the 
rebels at L:ncaſter, and at Preſton importuned Mr. Forſter's chaplain Mr. Patten that he might 
read prayers, which was granted him unwillingly, becauſe he was in a lay dreſs. There he 
thrice read prayers for the Pretender as King. Juſt before the King's troops inveſted that town, 
he went out, having borrowed Mr. Patten's black coat, and left a blue one. He faid, he tad 
letters for a lord in Staffordſhire. He was taken by General Wills, but diſcharged. Ia his way 
to London he called in his own country, where he appeared in coloured cloaths, laced hat, and 
long wig and ſword ; but he was accidentally met near Montagne Houſe, by Thomas Bird, Eſq, 
juſtice of the peace for the county of Leiceſter, who knew him, and took him priſoner, Dec. 12, 
1715. He was carried to the Duke of Devonſhire, afterward to Lord Townſhend, principal Secre- 
tary of State, examined, and put into a meſſenger's houſe ; and in fourteen days was committed 
to Newgate. He was arraigned at Weſtminſter May 31, pleaded at firſt Not Guilty, afterwards 
withdrew his plea, was found guilty, and, July 13, 1716, drawn, hanged, and quartered at 
Tyburn. When Mr. Paul intended to engage, he came boldly up to Mr. Forſter, as he was at 
dinner with Mr. Patten, at the Recorder of Lancaſter's houſe, dreſſed in a blue coat, with a long 
wig and ſword, and accompanied by Mr. John Cotton, of Cambridgeſhire. They let him know 
who they were, and in a flouriſhing way made a tender of their ſervices for the cauſe, which Mr, 
Forſter accepting, they withdrew, Mr. Forſter told Mr. Patten, that the taller of the two gen- 
tlemen was a clergyman, of St. John's College, Cambridge, and that he had given him a perfect 
account of General Carpenter's marches. At his execution he profeſſed himſelf a member of 
the Church of England, but not of the Schiſmatical church, whoſe biſhops ſet themſelves up in 
oppoſition to thoſe orthodox fathers who were unlawfully and invalidly deprived by the Prince of 
Orange. I declare,” faid he, that I renounce that corrmunion, and that I die a dutiful and 
faithful member of the Nonjuring church, which has kept itſelf irom rebellion and ſchiſm, 
and maintained true orthodox principles, both as to church and ſtate.” Yet this ſame man, in 
a petition to Lord Chief Juſtice King after ſentence, had declared that, through the grace of 
God, he had a deep infight into, and lively ſenſe of his crimes, which he did now at laſt deteſt 
and abhor from the bottom of his ſoul; and begged pardon of God, and King George, and 
his native country, againſt all which he had highly offended, and did now ſincerely repent, and 
declare his unfeigned forrow in having been inſtrumental towards encouraging and promoting 
the ſame.

vines themſelves. He was alſo a colonel of a regiment for the Parliament, cuſtos 
rotulorum for the county of Stafford; and being numbered with thoſe Preſbyterian 
members who were turned out of the Houſe of Commons by the army, Dec. 6, 
1648, becauſe he voted his Majeſty's conceſſions ſatisfactory, he betook himſelf 
wholly to ſtudy. From this period to the Reſtoration he employed himſelf 
in writing a conſiderable number of learned and valuable books, which ſhewed 
profound leart ing, a knowledge of the languages, and much critical ſagacity; and 
of which a liſt will be found below, as arranged by Anthony Wood .

affairs, ſuffe red the fame fate of the reſt of her faithful ſervants: nay, ſo far was 
the tage of party carried as even to turn him (together with a great number of 
other gentlemen of the beſt families in that county) out of the commiſſion of the 
peace.

arty. At length, when the Rebellion broke forth in 1642, he ſided wich the 
Prebyteriaph and being there moleſted by the loyal party at Aſhover and near it, 
he went to London, Where he became preacher to the congregation in St. Sepul- 
chte's church, and was much admired by the brethren: About 1656, by the fa- 
vour of thoſe then in authority, he became rector of this place, conformed at his 
Majeſty's Reſtoration, and March 12, 1669, was inſtituted and inducted into 
the rectory of Aileſton (ſee p. 421). Mr. Bourn, who was well read in the fathers 
and ſchoolmen, was author of the various publications noticed below #.

Upon the third of September “, 1660, near the town of Worthington, began a 
very dreadful whirlwind 3; it turned an honſe on one fide, tore up a great tree by 
the roots, caſting it four or five yards from the place where it grew; it rent off the 
great limbs of an apple- tree, and threw down a houſe into the ſtreet ; the chapel 
was ſorely ſhaken, and the chancel in danger of falling; then paſſed on with great 
force and noiſe to Worthington Hall, where it overturned five bays of barn 
building and a gatchouſe. It blew down a ſtack of chimnies, and hurried a man 
into the orchard, where with his arm he catched hold of a tree, and ſo ſtayed 
kinſelf, From hence it paſſed, renting trees and turning ſome up by the roots, to 
a houſe that ſtands alone, where it took away a load of thorns, few of which 
could ever be found after; it took out alſo the fide of another houſe. Ar a town 
called Tong, it overthrew a bay of barn building, and rent a houſe, where a wo- 
man with three children were miraculouſly preſerved, to this houſe alſo it brought 
a great log of wood, none knows from whence. Between Worthington and Tong, 
it is conceived, that this wind rent off, and turned up by the roots, twenty loads 
of wood; it carried away likewiſe a hive of bees, which could not afterward be 
heard of. This whirlwind ran about three miles in length, and the effeQs of it 
were ſeen about twenty yards in breadth. Some ſay that flames of fire were ſeen in

ton, to repair from the fields into their houſes, and ſuddenly there aroſe a mighty 
whirlwind, which untiled and unthatched many of the houſes in Worthington: 
and thence it went to Worthington Hall, where the effects were as great or greater. 
It took away, or caſt down ſeveral bays of building there, bringing down the 
great barn. Alſo it took up a great log of wood from a mill-pond, whirling it 
out. And ſo it paſſed on to a wood called Springwood, where the place that it 
paſſed through may be yet .diſcerned, by the great trees blown down, and 
arms of trees, and unbarking of many trees, &c. . Alſo thence it paſſed along to 
Tong, which is a village near it, where alſo it. blew down many treas, tearing ſome 
up by the roots. Amongſt other things there, Major Beniſkin told Mr. Palmer 
beforeſaid, that it took away a hive of bees of his, of whieh he could never hear 
ſince. And though there was barm.to dogs, by the fall of tiles, &c. the Laid 
wonderfully preſeryed men, women, and children *.

LEICESTER was once a biſhoprick, as our antiquaries generally agree, 
conſtituted about the year 676, when Sexwylfus was inſtalled in the epiſcopal feat at 
command of Etheldred, King of the Mercians ; upon the diviſion of the fee of 
Lichfield into two, by the erection of that of Sidnaceſter, whereever that place 
was. The biſhops of Sidnaceſter were, A. D. 737; finally transferred to Leiceſter ; 


at which time the kingdom of Mereia had three ſees, Lichfield, Dorcheſter, and 
Leiceſter.

This county, now part of the dioceſe of Lincoln, is divided into fix Deanries ;

200 pariſhes ; out of which were ejected by. the Parliament-ſequeſtrators, in 1647,

foundation, as appears by the charter, it was endowed with two parts of the park of Croxton 
by William Parcarius, ſon of Ingelram Parcarius; which was confirmed, and other lands 
added, by his brother Hugh, for the building the church; alſo he gave his whole demeſne of 
Croxton, with all its liberties and ayſiaments to theſe canons, to hold in fee farm at the rent of 
four marks per annum, Margery de 8. Albino gave the remaining part of Croxton park to. 
the canons there, William earl of Bologne, and John earl of Moriton, confirmed their eſtate at 
Croxton, and gave them other lands. Theſe gifts and grants are ſeverally confirmed by King 
Edw. I. r. a. 1, to the church, abbot, and canons of St, John the Evangeliſt and Apoſtle at 
Croxton, otherwiſe called the church of St. John de Valle; and himfelf moreover granted them 
free and perpetual chaſe, free egreſs and ingreſs with all cattle and animals whatſoever, through 
the barony of Croxton. It had a cell of three monks inhabiting it at Hornby in Lincolnſhire. 
The abbot of this houſe was phyſician to King John, who dying at his caſtle of Newark, whither 
he came fick from Swinſtead abbey in Lincolnſhire, the abbot embalmed his dead body, ia order 
to be conveyed to Worceſter, there to be interred, according to his Majeſty's defire, near the 
tomb of St. Wolſtan; his bowels were buried in this abbey, to which he had given lands to the 
yearly value of 101; x 

* A commandery.ereted for the Knights Templars; probably by Robert Boſſy, earl of Lei- 
ceſter, in the beginning of the reign of Henry II. Its revenues amounted to 91, or 103 l. 
per ann. or 911, clear. The order of Knights Templars began in the year 1113, 14 Hen. I. 
Upon the diſſolution of that prder for their enormities, the Knights Hoſpitallers of St. John of 
Jeruſalem were put in poſſeſſion of their houſes and revenues; but the ſuppreſſion ſwept them all 
away.

An abbey of Ciſtercians, founded by Robert Boſſu, the good earl of Leiceſter, in the year 1133, 
as a cell to Waverley, and dedicated to St. Mary, Many were the donations with which it was 
endowed, The founder gave it all his lands in Diſſeley, Ringolthorp, Dixley, and Sheepſhead, Mar- 
garet counteſs of Winton gave all her lands and poſſeſſions lying in Henley to the ſole uſe of the 
monks of this abbey; as alſo her lands at Weſton, with a houſe and mill. Margaret de-Ferra- 
riis, counteſs of Derby; Roger de Quincy, earl of Winton; Aſketill de Berges; Gilbert de 
Colevill; Robert de Bruys; William de Ropefle ; Gaufrid de Euſtine, &c, were large benefac- 
tors to this abbey ;z; all whoſe grants were confirmed by King Edward III. July 14, in the four- 
teenth year of his reign. Mr. Stow ſays, that this abbey had an hermitage or cell in the corner 
ef Monkwell Street, called St. James in the Well, near Cripplegate, belonging to it, whither 
the abbot and convent ſent two chaplains of their houſe to celebrate divine ſervi:e. This priory, 
"__ for canons aliens, was ſuppreſſed by King Henry V. among others of the ſame nature,

F A chantry or collegiate church, founded by Roger Belar and Avis his wife, 9 Edw. 

II. confiſting of one cuſtos and twelve chaplains to celebrate in the chapel of St. Peter at 
Kirkby, and endowed it with the advowſon of Kirkby, the manor of Bokeminſter, with other 
lands and rents lying near the river Wrethek, or Wreke. He gave the power of preſenting a 
cuſtos, or warden, to the dean and chapter of Lincoln. The deed of foundation bears date, 
Sunday after St. Barthotomew's day, in the year of our Lord 1319, 13 Edw. II. Upon the death 
of Roger Belar, who was killed at Leiceſter in 1326, his widow, 1359, with the conſent of his 
fon and heir, tranflated the chantry of fecular prieſts, by him founded in his life-time at Kirkby, 
to the uſe of canons regular of St. Auguſtine ; the firſt prior of which came from the abbey of 
Ofulveſton, in this county. King Edw. I. a. reg. 33. granted to the prior of Kirkby a court-leet 
here, Upon faiture of iffue of Roger Belar the founder, the patronage came into the hands of 
the biſhops of Lincoln, 
1 A Benediftine nunnery founded by Wilkam Pantulph and Burgia his wife, in the reign of 
Henry II. and. dedicated to St. Mary. Robert de Tatſhall deſcentied from this William, be. 
came patron of this priory, 5 Henry III. The nuns of this place had a power of electing 
a prioreſs upon à vacancy, without aſking leave of their patron; who uſed, during the time 
of this vacancy, to appoint a boy (wm gart ionem) with à white rod, to keep tne gate of the 
nunnery till the election was made, for which he was to have his diet there, as appears by an 
inquiſition taken upon oath by the King's order; Funhe'8,/ 34 Edw. I. A uun of this monaſtery, 
naned Hawite de Colvite, for her rare chaftity, had a ſhining radiancy and brightneſs ſtreaming 
from her face, as is reported of St, Fridiſwide of Oxford, by William of Malmeſbury. 

A ptiory of canot:s regular of St. Auguſtine, founded by Richard Baſſet, of Weldon, and 
Matilda Ridel His wife, and dedicated to St. John Baptiſt, The patron endowed this priory 
with thee town and manor of Lodington (where it ſtands) and Friſeby, with the churches of Wele- 
ron, Weſton, Piteſle, Eſſebi, Warlye, Kettlebye, Coleſton, Stanton, &c. and inveſted it with 
all the liberties and freedoms he or his forefathers had enjoyed it in, with foc and fac, toll 
and theam, and infangenetheof. Theſe he got confirmed to Laund by the charters of King 
Henry I. and King Henry II. | 

St. Mary de Pratis, an abbey for canons regular of St. Auguſtine near Leiceſter, founded 
by Robert earl of Mellent and Leiceſter in 1143, and largely endowed by him with all the 
churches in and about Leiceſter, Lildurn, &c, with divers lands, rents, and tithes in Thurmo- 
deſton, Burton Segrave, Asfordby, &c. with liberty of fuel, and keeping of hogs in other 
manors, and of two bucks, one on the Aſſumption, the other on the Nativity of the Virgin 
Mary. This was confirmed by Amicia the wife and by Robert the ſon of Robert earl of Me- 
lent and Leiceſter. Margaret de Quincy gave to this abbey part of the lands of Sheepſhead, 
with a mill, and houſe-bote and carr-bote out of the foreſt of Charnwood, and a buck out 
of the faid foreft once a year, Roger de Qginey confirmed the former gifts, and added others,

x3 the tenth of all the hay fol& in Acle and Wyfeley, and the right Moulders of all the deer killed 

in bis park of Acle. All theſe, and other ſmall donations, were confirmed by the ſeveral char- 
ters of King Stephen and Henry II. Robert ear] of Melent came into England with William the 
Conqueror, who gave him the earldom of Leiceſter, after the city was deſtroyed, and the caftle. 
He built the church of St. Mary, where the caſlle formerly ſtood, and placed in it twelve ſecular 
canons and a dean, appropriating thereunte all the churches in Leicefler {except what was not 
in his power, St. Margaret's at that time being a prebend of Lincoln), with divers other lands 
and poſſeſſions. Robert, his Jon and heir, afterwards founded the abbey de Pratis, and trans- 
ferred all the former endowments of St. Mary to his new-built abbey, where he himſelf took the 
habit of a canon regular, and there died ia 1167, This Robert founded a monaſtery at Garradon, 
and a nunnery at Eaton, where Amicia, his counteſs, became a nun, Upon the want of ſue 
male from the ſaid Robert, the eſtate was divided between two ſiſters, coheireſſes, Amicia and 
Margaret, The laſt gift to this abbey we have mention of is the church of Knipeton and 


Areſton, and a load of wood out of Leiceſter foreſt for fuel to ſerve the infirmary, All which were 


recited and confirmed by the charters of Henry II and John. 


* St, Mary the Leſs in Leiceſter, founded by Robert Boſſu, earl of Leicefter, in the reigu 


of King Henry I. for a maſter and ſeven fellows. 


+ St. Mary's the Great in Leiceſter, an hoſpital founded by Henry earl of Lancaſter, by 
licence from Edward III. in 1333, and by him endowed with divers lands. Dugdale recites the 
King's charter, or licence, for erecting a collegiate church for canons and clerks, in which he 
is aid to be buried in 1361. The whole was to maintain a dean, twelve canons, and as many 
vicars, an hundred poor people, and ten women to ferve them. This is what Leland, Itin. I. 14. 
calls a large almoſe houſe within the area of the college, Mr. Speed gives us an account of a 
monaſtery near Leiceſter, founded by Henry earl of Lancaſter, and his fon Henry duke of Lan- 
caſer, of the ſame value; but it was for the maintenance of four ea pin, two clerks, 
' fiſty poor men, and five poor women, which is much more probable.

Croft by the mayor and his brethren, The parliament began the 17th of October.

Orton by the commons, and William Wygſton junior by the mayor and his brethren,

As to the electors, obſerve, 1. That the government of the town being anciently 
lodged im 24 perſons, ſtyled The mayor and his brethren,” theſe ſeparately made 
choice of one of the members of parliament, and the commonalty of the town 
choſe the other. This diſtin choice laſted a good while in K. Henry VIII reign; 
but 1 cannot tell the preciſe time when they began to chooſe jointly. 2. That the 
commons concerned in the election of their members were all the inhabitants of the

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town, whether freemen or others, till 4 Henry VII. when the king, by the advice 
of his council of the dutchy, to prevent the diſorders which frequently happened 
in the election of mayor, burgeſſes of parliament, and making aſſeſſments, ordered 
the mayor and 24 comburgeſſes to call unto them only 48, whom they ihould judge 
to be the wiſeſt and graveſt of the commonalry, upon theſe occaſions; and ar the 
next election of annual officers, September 21, 5 Henry VII. thecommons at large 
inſiſting upon their ancient privilege in a tumultuous manner, the king in parliament 
that year ordained that the mayor and his brethren ſhouid from time to time chooſe 
48 of the moſt diſcreet inhabitants of the town, who, with the mayor and his 
brethren, or more part of them, ſhould make yearly cleftion of all the mayors 
and other officers.of the ſaid borough, and their election ſhould be good, &c. 

N. B. The election of parliament-men is not expreſsly mentioned in this act; 
nevertheleſs, all elections of them were in fact made agreeable to the tenor of it till: 
the reſtoration of king Charles II. when Sir John Prettyman made intereſt with the 
commons at large, and, upon a hearing in the houſe of commons, was admitted to 
be duly elected in virtue of their votes; and now the right of ele ion is veſted in 
the freemen at large, not receiving alms, and in the inhabitants paying ſcot and lot, 
not being perſons certificated from other places. The number of eleCtors is now 
ſuppoſed to be about 2000. 

AS to the perſons elected, it is obſervable that of old they were always inhabitants 
and members of the borough : the firſt inſtance which 1 have met of any country 
gentleman's election being in the firſt parliament of queen Mary, when William 
Fane and Thomas Farnham, eſqrs. were Fhoſen. 

J cannot but wonder at what Mr. Burton writes, p. 160 and 161, concerning 
Janus's temple here. That which he fo calls is cemmonly known by the name of 
Jewry Wall. It is at the weſt end of St. Nicholas church-yard ; and though what 
remains of it ſerves for a wall, yet it was, as I doubt not, a building which took 
up a great deal of the area of the*church-yard, and the materials of it were in a 
great meaſure made uſe of in building that church, as appears by the Britiſh or 
Roman bricks, or tiles, viſible in the walls of it. It is difficult to judge now what 
the uſe of it was ; but I am apt to think it was of the ſame nature with the Weary- 
wall in Lancaſter, or the Old Works at Wroxeter; and if one had an opportunity 
of viewing all theſe and comparing them together, one might perhaps make a 
probable "gueſs at their uſe. | 
I will ner pretend to give you an exact deſcription of it, which would be vcry 

tedious ; but here follow fome particulars. 

The remains of it are about 23 yards long, and on the outſide the height 1s 
about 9 or 10 yards, raiſed up by ſeveral ſtrata of rough foreſt ſtone and of brick 
or tile (1 will call it brick); each brick is about 18 inches long, 15 broad, and 
about 2 thick or thereabouts (for ſome are bigger and ſome leſſer). The mortar 
between the bricks is full as thick as the bricks. I reckon 17 ſtrata, in the fol- 

lowing order :

In the wall, near the middle, at 5 yards diſtance from each other, there are two 
large arches, which ſeryed for entrance into it, about three yards wide and 4 1 high. 
There are alſo ſeveral holes in the wall about 6 inches ſquare, viz. in the 3d, 6th, 
gth, 13th, and 17th ſtrata, The holes in this Jaſt are as large again as the others, 
and paſs quite through the wall; whereas the reſt do not appear to do fo, though 
there are ſome holes like them on the inſide. The wall on the inſide (viz. in the 
church-yard) has no facing, as being broke off roughly from the parts that were 
continued to it, and it conſiſts of 4 arches; the two largeſt are in the middle, and 
in part anſwer the two on the outſide, which were made for entrances, but are 
much larger within, and the entrances are not in the middle of them. In the column 
between theſe two great arches there appears the remainder of an arch-work, which 
ſcems to be made for reverberating heat; and in all the inſide the blackneſs of the 
ſtones and brick retain plain indications of fire and ſmoke. The two other arches 
are near as high, and in ſhape are much like the other, but not ſo large. In the 
ſouth arch a poor woman has a little houſe, who ſhewed me two ſtones now placed 
on the outermoſt wall of her houſe, which, ſhe ſaid, ſhe was informed, were taken 
out of the arch within her houſe, and placed where they now are ; that though the 
perſon living there was not at home, yet perſons of curioſity might ſee them. One 
of them is in the exact form of a croſs formy or patce, as I think it is called; it is 
13 inches over, and the . breadth of each of the four arms at the decreſſation is 4 
inches, and at the end 6 or 7. The other ſtone has a croſs excavated in it about 
10 inches long. The form of the firſt may be ſeen in plate XXVII. fig. 1; of the 
ſecond in the ſame plate, fig. 2. I ſomewhat doubt of the truth of the woman's 
relation as to the place whence the ſtones were taken, becauſe I can diſcover no 
ſuch formed ſtones in any part of the work. I have given you this account of 
this matter, becauſe of the old fancies which ſome have had of it, and ſhall be 
glad if you can inform us of the deſign and uſe of it. 

There is another remarkable piece of antiquity, an opus teſſellatum, found out 
fince Mr. Burton's time, about 1675, of which I procured a draught *, and ſent it 
with my opinion to Mr. Humphrey Wanley, which was publiſhed in the Philoſo- 
phical Tranſactions, 1711, Ne 331, in which J am ſtyled rector of St. Margaret's, 
whereas I am vicar of St. Martin's. Leſt you ſhould not have it, I ſhall obſerve 
thus much to you, that it is generally called by ſuch authors as mention it Adtæon; 
but is indeed the repreſentation of that fable, which ſays that a perſon finding fault

A perſon employed in digging wells, &c. teils me that they find that about the 
middle of the town the made earth is about 16 feet deep, but in the outer parts ; 
(e. g. about the Horſe-fair) it is but about g feet deep. It would be tedious to ac. 
-quaint you with ſeveral ſubtertanebus obſervations *; but I will venture to mention © © 
one, Which is, that Mr. John Wilkins, our now ſenior alderman, informs me that 
about 1667 or 1668, digging in a yard belonging to « houle on the eaſt ſide of the 
High- croſs Street, near the Water: houſe, about 12 feet deep, he diſcovered a very | 
fine floor, which upon examination he found to be made of lime mortar, about 6 
or 7 inches thick, and about 10 feet long and 4 wide. The walls (whether of 
brick or ſtone he forgets) were finely painted ; and on the wall fide of the room, 
within about four yards diftance; of each other, ſtood two chimnies as high as the 
mantletree, &c.

Burton, p. 161, takes notice, that this ſhire in the Heptarchy was part of the 
kingdom of Mercia; 1 add, when the Danes had expelled Burrhed, 874, they con · 
ferred the kingdom on Ceolwulf durante beneplacito; and whereas the kiugdom con- 
tained the CoriTANt, CoRNAVvII, Dogux , and CATTIEUCHLUNT, in 877 they 
took from him the CorrTani, particularly Derby, Nottingham, Leicelter, Lincoln, 
and Stamford, where they domineered, when the reſt of Mercia was reduced by

Upon mentioning the Danes, it may not be unacceptable to acquaint you that: 
about four miles from hence there is an uncommon tumuius, which I take to be 
the monument of ſome Daniſh king. It is about a land's length on this fide Ratcliff on 
the Wreke, between the top road and the river; and whereas all other tumuli which 
| have ſeen are of a round form, this is long, and indeed agrees with the account 
which Olaus Wormius gives of the ſepulchres of the moſt ancient Daniſh kings, 

ſaying that they are made ad magniiudinem & figuram carine maximæ navis regiæ .

Ceolred ſucceeded ; but in the folfowing year, when the Pagan Danes conquered ' 
Mercia, I ſuppoſe, he fled to Dorcheſter near the Thames, which was the: boundary 
of the Weſt Saxon kingdom, from whence he might expect protection from the 
Danes. | 


His ſucceſſor Stalurdus, or Stalhurdus, fat at Dorcheſter, and therefore is ſtyled 
Doreceltrenſis Epiſcopus I. . 

There is nothing now remaining of the walls of the town above ground, except 
the four gates, Eaſt, Weſt, North, and South, gates. Who built them I know not; 
and what Mr. Burton ſays of Ethelfreda's repairing them is falſe. For the Ley- 
ceſter which ſhe_repaired was Weſt Cheſter, Leiceſter being all that time in the 
poſſeſſion of the Danes till the ſpring in 920, when indeed ſhe took it, but died 
twelve nights before Midſummer following, in which time it was not poſſible fer 
her to accompliſh ſuch a work; and ſoon after her death the Danes recovered it. 

In the hiſtory of the foundation of the Abbey FF it is ſaid that in the time of 
the Conqueror both the city and caſtle of Leiceſter were deſtroyed; and in 1173; 
as Burton truly obſerves, the town was deſtroyed again, and rhe walls thrown down,

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and I believe that, from that time till this, that quarter of the town which lieg 
between the North and Eaſt gate, and is commonly called the Back-lanes, was never 
re- built; bur it was anno 1176 when the caſtle was demoliſhed, as Matthew Weſtm. 


ſays. No doubt it was afterwards re-edified and fortified by the great earls who 


lived here, probably by Robert Blanchmaines himſelf, when King Richard I. came 
to the crown, with whom he was in great favour. When it was finally deſtrgyeq, 
I know not; but gueſs it to have been in the conteſts between the Houſes of Fork 
and Lancaſter, temp. Hen. VI. d | 

There ſtill remains the great ball of the caſtle, in which the aſſizes and ſeſſion; 
for the county are kept, the Eaſt fide whereof was enlarged and beautified with , 
new front about twenty years ago; and at the South end without there remains a 
very good cellar, as there did alſo the old kitchen till about two or three years ſince, 
when it was pulled down, and turned into a coach-houſe. i 

Burton next takes notice of the religious foundations. The moſt ancient of 
theſe was the church S' Marie infra et jurta caſtellum“ . The church, having 
been deſtroyed in the time of the Conqueror, was rebuilt by Robert de Bellomont 
earbof Mellent, and in it he placed twelve ſecular canons and a dean, to whom he 
appropriated all the churches in Leiceſter except St. Margaret's, which was a 
prebend of Lincoln, and endowed with many other poſſeſſions, all which his fon 
Robert Boſſu transferred to the great abbey upon his founding of it: but, that he 
might not totally ſeem to deſtroy his father's foundation, he, with the conſent of 
Richard the firſt abbot, placed eight canons in the church of St. Mary de Caſtro, 
whereof one was dean, and endowed them with the oblations, &c. Thele con- 
tinued till the general diſſolution; and there ſtill remains in the veſtry a cheſt called 
an ark, in which there is a convenience far hanging their ſeveral veſtments. As to 
the great abbey, what I think fit to obſerve to you is, that it ſtands about three 
quarters of a mile from the town; that there is nothing of the old building remain- 
ing, except a little of the outhouſes ; the walls now ſtanding being erected fince 
the diſſolution by thoſe noble perſons who enjoyed ir. I am not certain whether the 
earl of Huntingdon was the firſt patentee to whom it was granted ; but he certainly 
enjoyed it in the time of Queen Elizabeth. In the time of King James I. it was 
ſold to the earl of Devon; and, during the war which broke out in 1642, was 
burnt by a party which came from Aſhby de la Zouch with Henry Haſtings, after- 
wards made Lord Loughborough, and has ever ſince continued ruinous, and is in 
the poſſeſſion of the preſent duke of Devonſhire. 

As to the great Cardinal Wolſey's ſepulchre, the beſt account I have met with is 
from one Mr. John Haſloe, whoſe grandfather Arthur Barefoot was gardener to the 
counteſs of Devonſhire, who lived at the abbey. before the war. He tells me, that 
the church ſtood, part of it in what is now a little garden, and the Eaſt end of 
it in the orchard (which was formerly called the New Garden), where his grand-

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father with others digging, found ſeveral ſtone coffins ®, the cavities of which did not 
ye uppermoſt, but were inverted over the bodies; that one of theſe was taken up 
of about fix feet and a halt long, four wide, and two deep; that it ſeemed very 
ſound at firſt, but when it was expoſed to the air it ſoon mouldered away ; that be 
obſerved that all of them had a round hole about the middle of them near five inches. 
diameter, but for what uſe he could not tell ; that among theſe he diſcovered Car- 
dinal Wolſey's (Mr. Haſloe forgets by what means he knew it), which the counteſs 
would not ſuffer to be ſtirred, but ordered it to be covered again, and his grandfather 
laid a great heap of gravel over it, that he might know the place, which till re- 
mains there. X 1 

Leland ſays, that Robert Boſſu earl of Leiceſter, or Petronilla counteſs of Lei- 
ceſter, was buried in a tomb ex marmore chalchedonico, in the South fide of the high 
altar of St. Mary's abbey. [ See pp. 553. 555+] 

The Newark was ſurrounded with high ſtone. walls embattled, except towards the 
river, great part whereof remains, but great breaches are made in it. It has three 
gates; that towards the Caſtle is a very fine one, but that towards the South-gate 
fireet far exceeds it, and is made uſe of for the county magazine. Within theſe 
walls are contained both the old hoſpital and the collegiate church. [See p. 553+} 

The hoſpital was founded in 1332, by Henry earl of Lancaſter, in honorem Dei 
et Beatz Marie Virginis, but is now ſtyled“ The Hoſpital of the Holy Trinity in 
Newark.” It was endowed: with an annual rent charge iſſuing out of the duchy 
hands, which afforded to each of the poor 7d. weekly; but ſince the ſale of chief 
rents in the time of King Charles II. the revenue being leffened, the number of 
poor is reduced from 112 to 78 ; and they would have a poor ſubſiſtence were it net 
for ſome modern benefactions, and the yearly contributions of the inhabitants of the 
town to them at Chriſtmas and Whitſontide. 

5 James I. The corporation purchaſed of Henry Earl of Huntingdon the maſter. 
or wardenſhip of this boſpital, which is now by patent ſettled on the mayor of 
Leiceſter for the time being. - | 

The collegiate church, was founded in honour of the Annunciation of the Virgin. 
Mary, by Henry duke of Lancaſter. The church, as Leland ſays, was not great, 


* © In October 1783, ſome perſons digging for gravel, in a yard in Humberſtone-gate, Leiceſter, 
when they had got about two yards deep, came to a leaden coffin in the gravel; the length 5 feet 
4 inches, the breadth 18 inches, on the outſide a parallelogram. On opening, they found a complete 
human ſkeleton ; the head —— inclining to the left ſhoulder, teeth perfect, the bones lying in 
their natural order, but the jaw fallen on the breaſt, The lid was ſupported-on the inſide by iron 
reſts acroſs, abont an inch bread, and a competent. thickneſs ; though through ruſt eafily broken ;.

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but exceeding fair; and in it lye buried Henry Earl of Lancaſter, Henry the firſt 

duke of Lancaſter, and near him a lady; alſo Conſtance, daughter of Peter king of 
Caſtile, wife of John cf Gaunt; two of the Shirleys, Kats. and their wives, lady 
Hungerford, and others. | 

There are no remains of the fabrick now ſtanding z the very foundations of it 
being razed about 1690, in making the garden belonging to Mr. Carter's houſe, 

There are now three fair houſes in the Newark, belonging to Lawrence Carter 
Eſq. William Franks, Eſq. and Mrs. Stephens; but they are of late erection, all 
the old buildings being demoliſhed except two ſtone-houſes belonging to certain 
chaniry prieſts, one of which has been lately purchaſed for the vicar of St. Mary's 
church. | 

The hoſpital of St. Leonard “*, founded by William the Leper, fon of Robert 
Blanchmains, was fituated, as I gueſs, near to St. Leonard's church-yard. The 
chaplain of this hoſpital, at Eaſter 1439, admitting two ſervants of the maſter to 
the Euchariſt, was by the biſhop's commiſſary enjoined to do penance for it next 
Sunday, at the proceſſion in St. Leonard's church f. 

In the time of Edward IV. William lord Haſtings obtained this hoſpital of the 
king, and gave it to the collegiate church of the Newark ; for which they engaged 
to keep a ſpecial obit for him, February 12, 17 Edward IV. 4. f 

The hoſpital or college of St. John the Evangeliſt and St. John the Baptiſt was 
ancient, but by whom founded I have not yet learned. I have found it mentioned 
20 Edward III. Ia this church was founded the gild of St. John, by Peers Celler 
and his wife, as I ſuppoſe, becauſe they are ordered to be prayed for particularly 
an an agreement made between the maſter of the hoſpital and the ſteward of the 
gild, 17 Edward IV. ard to this hoſpital belonged the chapel of St. John, deſcribed 

to be ſituated at the town's end of Leiceſter, which I take to be the little chapel 
at the Weſt end. | 

The fite of this hoſpital was by Queen Elizabeth given to the corporation, who 

34 Eliz. granted it to Mr. Thomas Clark for lite, to be made a wool-hall of, at 
his charge, and then to be left to the corporation. But the wool-hall going into di- 
uſe in the time of James I. or Charles I. fix poor widows were placed in it, who 
were maintained by a revenue of about 17/. 10s. per ann. given by about twenty 
benefactors, and the voluntary contributions of the inhabitants of the town. 

About 1702, Mr. John Bent, alderman, by his will, gave land at Enderby of 
about 240. per ann. to the corporation, to maintain four poor widows, who, accord- 
ing to his directions, have apartments fitted up for. them in the ſame hoſpital. 

The Hoſpital of St. Urſula is valued in Burton at 221. and in the catalogue of 
di ſſolved monaſteries in the Monaſt icon at 81. ; but I cannot find where it was ſitu- 
ated, nor any other memorandum of it.

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be chief hoſpital in the town is that called the New Hoſpital, or William Wigſton's 
hoſpital, erected by William Wigſton, junior, merchant of the ſtaple, at the Weſt 
ſide of St, Martin's church-yard; for Which, he obtained the King's licence, 4 
Henry VIII. and his confirmation 6 Henry VIII. It conſiſts of a maſter, a confrater, 
and twelve old men, and as many old women ;; to whom he gave ſtatutes, which 
' were confirmed by John biſhop of Lincoln, the laſt of September 1522 ; but theſe 
were altered by Henry carl of Huntingdon, in the time of queen Elizabeth. The 
pay of the poor men is now advanced to 25. 104. and that of the women to 27. 64. 
weekly; beſides which they have other advantages. 2 
In 1656, John Whatten, Eſq; gave to the corporation 41. per ann. payable out 
of the ſhire-hall cloſe, for the maintenance of another poor widow, to be placed 
in two rooms which were built in the ſaid new hoſpital by his firſt wife Elizabeth; 
of ckis, 7/7. 25. 6d. was to be paid to the poor women weekly, and 5s. annually to 
the maſter ; and 5s. the mayor and his brethren to have for wine. 2 7 

N. B. This hoſpital was dedicated to the Virgin Mary, St. Catharine, and St. 
Urſula ; and was probably that called Urſula's by Burton and the Monaſticon. 

Beſides theſe, there are two other little hoſpitals, the one commonly called the 
Spittle Houſe at the end of Belgrave-gite, in which there are commonly maintained 
about ſix poor women, placed in it by the juſtices of the peace for the county; but 
they are not limited to any certain number. Such as are in it have each 1s. 2d. 
weekly paid them by the treaſurer of the county; and” they yearly at Chriſtmas 
partake of the charity, of the chief inhabitants of the town. n 

At Michaelmas yearly they preſent to Mr. Thomas Noble 12 chicken, on account 
of an eſtate which he enjoys at Rearſby in this county, which formerly belonged 
to the family of Keble there, and by two co- heireſſes deſcended ro Noble and Orton, 
during which diviſion each received ſix chicken; but Orton's part coming to Faunt, 
and being fince purchaſed by Mr. Noble aforeſaid, he is entitled to the whole. It 
is probable that this right was grounded on Keble's giving the ſite of the houſe to 
the uſe of the hofpiral. © | Fats lf enn 

The other is in the Abbey- gate, called the Counteſs's Hoſpital ; it was founded 
by the counteſs of Devonſhire, who lived at the abbey in the time of king Charles I. 
for ſix poor women, maids or widows, and endowed with 30h. per annum, which is 
paid by the duke's bailiff quarterly, viz. 14. 55. to each. wh; | 


There were three houſes of Friers. F F 
1. The Franciſcan or Grey Friers, which ſtood on the South fide of St. Martin's 
church-yard, towards which there is a portal remaining, but all the other builgin 
is quitè demoliſhed : moſt of it now belongs to Mr. Noble, who bas a 2 5 
houſe within the precincts of it. Leland ſays, that Simon Mountford was the 
founder of it, and that king Richard III. was there buried. 1 know no other evi- 
dence that the ſtone coffin formerly uſed for a horſe-trough was king Richard's, but 
the conſtancy of the tradition.

The fame which you mention of thirty-two churches is groundleſs. There are 
at preſent five churches, and fix pariſhes; viz. St. Mary's, St. Martin's, St. Ni. 
cholas's, All Saints, and St. Margaret's ; the fixth, St. Leonard's pariſh, has now 
no church. 3 

St. Mary's de Caſtro was parochial at the ſame time that it was collegiate, of 


' which yon have an account, p. 598. The South aile of it was built long before the

main fabrick (as it is faid) John of Gaunt, and is ſuppoſed -to be. as large or 
broad as any ſide-aile in England, being 33 feet broad within the walls. To the 
Weſt end of the North ſide of the church joins the houſe belonging to the porter 
of the caſtie, which has a lodging-chamber within the walls of the church, which 


yet is faid not to be in the pariſh. There belonged to this church a chapel dedi- 


cated to St. Anne, which I take to be the room under the veſtry, where there is a 
remainder of an altar.

In this church was founded the gild of the Holy Trinity; the feaſt belonging to 
it was held on Trinity Sunday yearly. I have ſeen a book of the accounts of the 
warden and ſtewards of it from 1508 to 1519, by which it appears that it had 
uſed to be made at the common charge of the members of it; but in 1511 the 
dinner was made at the ſole charge of the wardens and ſtewards ; and ſo it was like- 
wiſe for ſeveral years following. From this church there uſed to be a ſolemn pro- 
ceſfion eyery Whitſun Monday to St. Margaret's church, in which the anage of. 
the Virgin Mary was carried under a canopy borne by four perſons, with a minſtrel, 
harp, or other muſic, and 12 perſons repreſenting the 12 Apoſtles, each of which 
had the name of the Apoſtle whom he repreſented written on parchment fixed on 


his bonnet, and 14 perſons bearing banners, with the, virgius in the pariſh attending.

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When they came to St. Margaret's, among other oblations there were two pair of 
gloves, whereof one is ſaid to be for God, the other for St. Thomas of India. 

As to St. Martin's church, I find there was the like proceſſion from thence on 
Whitſun Monday as there was from St. Mary's; viz. the image of Sr. Martin was 
carried thither, with 12 perſons repreſenting the 12 Apoſtles, and 12 banners, &c. 
(but no muſic or any canopy carried over St. Martin); and l am apt to think that 
the like proceſſion was made from all other churches in the town, but the records of 
them are loſt. 2

After the church (which confiſted- of three ailes) was built, there was a con- 
ſiderable addition made to it all along the South fide, the Eaſt part whereof was 
called Our Lady's chapel or choir, where now the conſiſtory is held; and the Weſt 
end was St. George's chapel; and there ſtood St. George's horſe harneſſed, &c. 
The riding of the George was one of the principal ſolemnities in this town, as may 
appear by the expreſs mention of it in an order made at a common hall, 17 Ed- 
ward IV. which enjoins all inhabitants ſummoned to attend the mayor to ride againſt 
the king (fo it is expteſſed), or for riding the George, or any other thing, to the 
pleaſure of the mayor, and worſhip of the town. |

ing them to do it according to ancient cuſtom, between St. George's day and Whit-

la the ſame church of St. Martin was founded: alſo Corpus Chriſti guild, which 
was the chief guild in the town, and contributed largely to the public charges, e. g. 
in the purchaſe of charters, &c. and the maſters of it had great intereſt in the 
government of the town, having power, with the mayor, to levy penalties on the 
mayor's brethren for their miſdemeanours; and upon the mayor's neglect, they were 
impowered to levy them upon him. There were four chantry prielts belonging to 

St. Martin's church, who were choſen by the maſters of the guild and the church- 
wardens, and admitted by the abbot of Leiceſter. A licence was granted for 
founding a chantry in St. Martin's church, 23 Edward III. 16 Richard II. and 
2 Henry IV. | | 

St. Nicholag@charch is an old Gothic building, the pillars and arches over them 
thick and very low. It did conſiſt of three ailes; but about 1697 the north aile 
being ruinous, it was taken down, ſo that now it has only two. The pariſh being 
poor and ſmall, it had uſed: to be held by the vicar of St. Mary, who preached 
there about once a month; but now, by means of Queen Anne's bounty, the

All Saints is a good handſome church. It had uſed to be preached in about once

well as of all other churches in the town, and the pariſhioners adding their contri. 
butions, they have now a particular miniſter attending the ſervice of it. | 

St. Margaret's is a very fair church. In this was founded St. Margaret's guild, 
for which I have ſeen a memorandum of a patent granted 16 Richard II. This 
guild was rich, and uſed to join with Corpus Chriſti guild in defraying the public 
charges. You: have an account before of the ſolemn proceſſion annually made to- 
this church on Whitſun Monday, which 1 ſuppoſe occafioned a very broad ſtreet 
leading from the North-pate to this church to be called Sen-vey or San#a-via. The 
ſix bells belonging to this church have been many years celebrated for one of the 
moſt: tuneable ring of bells in England, and about four years ago two more were 
added to them, fo that now they are eight. | 

St, Leonard's pariſh lies almoſt all of it beyond the North bridges, without the 
franchiſes of the town. The church was rebuilt a ſew years before the war that. 
began in 1642; but lying ſo as to command the North bridge, it was pulled down 
when Leiceſter was made a garriſon. -In- this pariſh there was a mint for coinage. 
of money : it is mentioned in the Conqueror's ſurvey, and in the hiſtory,of the 
foundation of. the abbey. 

I come now to the other churches mentioned by Burton. 

St. Michael's was ſituated in what we call the Back-lanes, and demoliſhed ſo long 
ago that the particular place where it ſtood is not known. The pariſh belonging. 
to it was long ſinee united to All Saints. | 17 

St. Peter's church being ruinous, the corporation, 7th of April, 15 Elizabeth, 
purchaſed of the queen the materials of it to build a ſchool-houſe. At a. common 
hall, March 26th, 33 Elizabeth, it was agreed, that this pariſh ſhould be united. 
alſo to All Saints. The church - yard that belonged to it is now an orchard, enjoyed 


by the miniſter of All Saints. 1 


As to St. Clement's church, L have found that in ſome old writings a lane which 
runs from the North -· gate, between the White Friars and the backſide of the houſes 
oppoſite All Saints church, is called St. Clement's-lane; and therefore I conclude. 
that the church was ſituated in or near it; and that, upon its being demoliſhed, the

Another church that I find mentioned: is, Eectia-Sti Auguſtinj Leyc'; and in the 
rental aforeſaid, fol. 147, ſect. 148, I meet with this memorandum : © Quod cecctia +

When and by what authority (whether of Henry III. or Simon Mountfort II.) th's 
became a mayor town, is not well known; but the moſt ancient catalogue which ! 
have ſeen of the mayors makes Peter ſon of Roger to have been choſen the firlt 
mayor in 1248, 32 Henry HI. and to have continued ſo nine years. I give the 
greater credit to this, becauſe in an inquiſition taken 37 Henry III. I find that he 
is then ſaid to be mayor of Leiceſter, hut the ears bailiff is there placed before him. 
The chief government of the town was then in a company of 24, one of whom, 
September 29, and on the Monday after Martinmas, ſwore fealty to the earl of 
Leiceſter ; as he does now to the king as duke of Lancaſter. The reſt of the 24 
" £38 were called burgeſſes and coburgefſes. In 4 Edward IV. the king appointed -— 
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the mayor, four of the burgeſſes, with one learned in the law, to be called the 
recorder, ſhould be juſtices of the peace, empowering them to hold ſeſſions, and 


exempted the inhabitants from the juriſdiction of the juſtices of the county. 
ch April, 1 Richard III. at a common hall, the town was divided into 12 wards, 


and each aſſigned to one of the coburgeſſes, who was to be called Alderman; but 
queen Elizabeth, in her charters, ſtyles all the 24, Aldermen, as they are now called.

He holds his place by patent for life, and has the exerciſe of the office and return 
of writs; the other is annually choſen out of the aldermen who have not yet been 


mayor.— N. B. The earl of Huntingdon having procured a patent, dated 17th of 


April, 7 James I. whereby the king granted to the corporation the power of electing 
a ſleward and bailiff; the corporation 2oth December, 7 James I. obliged themſelves, 
that at the 3d, 5th, and 5th, and ſo every other avoidance, they would elect ſuch - 


fir perſoa as the earl and his heirs would nominate to them. 


There are alſo two coroners choſen yearly out of the aldermen who have not 
been mayor. Two chamberlains are annually choſen ; one by the mayor eleR, called 


the mayor's chamberlain, the other by the company of 48, called che town cham--

The place of the body corporate's ne—_ or town-hall, was anciently firuated at 
the bottom of the lane called of late years the Blue-boar-lane, from an inn which

chamber for a public library *, fitted for that purpoſe about 1632. | 
There is another public building ſituate in the Saturday market, whieh is called 
the Gainſborough ; the lower rooms are employed as ſhops, and one of them for a 


dungeon; over which there is a convenient ſquare room for the mayor and juſtices 
io meet in on market and fair · days, to determine ſuch matters as are brought before

There is a maſter and two uſhers; and the viſitors of the ſchool are the mayor 
and aldermen, and the maſter and the confrater of Wigſton's hoſpital, - 
Ihe antient lords of Leiceſter were the earls of Mercia and biſhops of the dioceſe. 

What the biſhop had was called manerium juxta Leyceſir' & manerium de Knighton, 
as comprehending that village in it. That part of it which is in the ſuburbs of 
Leiceſter, is commonly called the Biſhop's Fee, and remains as aforeſaid out of the 
liberties and Juriſdiction of the town; though ſeveral attempts were made in the 
reign of Edward VI. and Queen Elizabeth to have it and the other exempted bo. 
roughs reduced under its government, but without effect. 

This manor * continued in the biſhops A. D. 1138, as appears by the bull of 
Pope Innocent III. dated 4 cal. Maii that year, confirming it to Alexander the then 
-biſhop- and his ſueceſſors ; but it was ſoon (as it ſeems by Mon. Angl. vol. Il. 
p. 315) transferred to the earls of Leiceſter in exchange for other lands, and by 
Robert Boſſu, the founder of the abbey, was given to the monks there.

But perhaps it may 
not be amiſs for me to obſerve, that after Robert Fitz Parnell's death, 1206, par- 
tition being made of the eſtate of theſe ancient earls between Simon Mountfort and 
Saer de Quincy earl of Wincheſter, Simon's part was called the honour of Leiceſter, 
and Saer's the honour of Wincheſter. - Simon, having taken poſſeſſion of his part, 
ſoon returned into France, and about 1209 was choſen general of the Pope's army 
againſt the Albigenſes, and ſo continued to his death. But in 1219 John Lewis 
the Dauphin invading England, Simon favoured him with his intereft 3 whereupon 
king John ſeized his earldom, and conferred it on Ranulph Blundevill earl of Cheſter, 
who enjoyed it till 1229; when Almaric,' eldeſt ſon of Simon aforeſaid, propoſed 
to Henry III. to ſurrender all his right in it to his brother Simon, who ſhould quit 
his intereſt in France and come and live in England, and thereupon the earldom 
was conferred on him.

Feb. 10, 1665. ** Sir, I have, with many thanks, now returned the jewell + by you depoſited in 
my hands when I laſt ſaw you. The reaſon why it has bin detained longer than you expected, 
or J intended, was only this. I have laboured under ſo great, ſo violent, and ſo dangerous a 
dyſtemper, lince my being at Leiceſter, where it ſeized upon me, till this geeke, that I was not 
capable of peruſing it either with ſeriouſneſs or delight. But, fince I have read it, I find fo 
much reaſon to value it, that, if I could without being guilty at once of incivility and ingrati- 
tude, I ſhould ſtill have impriſoned it within my own houſe, It is a rarity ; no perſon that I 
know having deſignedly treated on this ſubject in this way, The ingenious and judicious com- 
poſure of it; and laſtly, the variety of both pleaſant and profitable learning and notions in it, 
do render it a piece (to my poor judgment, without flattery) at once beautifull, uſefull, amiable. 
Thus having impartially told you my thoughts of it, with my very hearty thanks for your 
truſting me ſo long with it, and my humble ſerviſe to you preſented, I am, Sir, your ever fincere 
ſervant, Tuomas Goppard.,”

Good Brother, Laſt night I was at my ſiſter Hayman's ; then came to my 
hands a letter from you of the gth inſtant, for which I was joyfal, and eſpeſially to ſee ſoe many 
expreſſions of love and ſenſeabillity on your ſad eſtate of poore London in general, and of all our 
friends in pertickilor. The fire began at a baker's houſe in Pudding-Lane, near my father's 
houſe, by accident, for any thing 1 can heare. It was foe feirſe a fire, that my father's houſe 
was burnt before I heard of it: he hath loſt 2001. a yeare, beſides many goods. From the Tower 
to the Temple, I thinke, ther is not one houſe left; and from Leaden-hall Corner to the foote 
of Holbourne hill is all downe: io ſhort, 1 judge as much to bee burnt without the walls, as is 
left within the walls. I thinke there is 12 high churches left within the walls of the g; ; all 
the reſt are utterly demoliſhed. - Truly ir is ſuch a fight to behould, that a man can hardly for- 
bare weeping. All our friends are well: Brother George and Brother Hungerford hath taken 
houſes ; but poore Babington, I knowe not what hee will doe! hee is much troubled, and is like 
to loouſe much. I removed my goods, but have them home againe. Truly, God hath been very 
good to mee; hee hath ordered all my affaires for mee better then I could defire : for if I ſhould 
have had my one defire, I ſhould have been undon, I pray God to ſanctiſie to uſs all both bis 
mercies and his judgements, that it may have a dew effect upon uſs in our lives and converſations, 
My Deare is well, but was very much affrighted ; and truly wee both are much troubled with 
ſad dreames of fire in the night. Direct your letters to mee at the Crowne without Biſhopgate, 
Pray preſent myne and my Deare's ſervis to my good fiſter, with all your little ones, with no lefs 
to yourſelfe. 1 reſt your very loving brother, ARTavur STaAvELty,” 

Jan, 11, 1668. Mr. Stavelei, I made accompte to have waited upon you this ſeſſion, if I 
had not bene prevented by a commiſſion which I am much concerned in, Wherefore [I ſhall 
in brief recommend to you two cauſes; one whereof is betweene Thomas Whatton, rector of 
Knaptoff, in the county of Leiceſter, and ſome others of the towne of Mowſley, in the ſaid 
county, plaintiffs; and the Inhabitants and Overſeers of Mowſley aforeſaid, defendants; about 
an howſe in the Liberties of the ſaid Mowſley, ſett up for a poore man, which howſe Mr. What.

When I writt my laſt letter, I thought there was but little danger, 
and the Doctor thought there was none; neither indeed was there any appearance of it; for 
his feaver was never high, nor his reſt very much diſturbed, But on Sunday night hee had four 
ſtools, with which he voided a very great quantity of blood; and by that was ſo altered, as to 
leave us very little hopes of his recovery. But on Monday I thought hee was extremely weak- 
ened; yet he had no fuch ſtool, and thence wee conceived ſome flender hopes again: but on 
Munday night, or very early on Tueſday morning, hee had two more ſuch; and after them was 
ſo altered, both in his ſpeech, looks, and ſtrength, that wee diſpaired of his recovery, Yeſter- 
day hee continued very drouſy, but ſenfible to the laſt, and dyed about five of the clock in the 
afternoon, I thought it was too late to ſend a meſſenger on purpoſe to you after the daunger 
appeared; but yeſterday morning I ſent one to his uncle Mr. Sybbald, acquainting him with 
your ſon's dying condition; but did not importunately deſire his coming over, becauſe I knew 
it was harveſt-· time; and beſides, I told him, there was no hopes of his amendment; and upon

the latter's death. Johnſon. went firſt to Pembroke college, Oxford, where Tay- 
lor followed him, but was diſſuaded by the former from entering into that college 
by his repreſenting to him the dullneſs of his tutor, one Jordan, who, Johnſon 
ſaid, © ſcarcely. knew a noun from an adverb.” Dr. Taylor therefore went to 
Chriſt Church. He frequently talked of leaving his fortune to Dr. Johnſon: and, 


upon the Doctor's death, of bequeathing, it to the Rev. Mr. Hayes; and; as a 


proof of it, actually put his will into that gentleman's hands a little before he retired 
into Derbyſhire.” Mr. Hayes, having too much delicacy to inſpect it in his preſence, 
returned it, Since this, he made a new will, and has left his whole fortune to a 
little boy in his own neighbourhood, of the name of Taylor, about 12 or 14 years 
old. He died worth about 1200t. a year, beſide perſonalities to a very conſiderable 
amount. He was remarkable for having the fineſt breed of milch cows in Derby- 
ſhire, or perhaps in Englaud; and ſold one ſome time before his death for 160 gui- 
neas, and 3. heifer for 70 guineas.

On Sunday July 6, 1755, between ſeven and eight in the evening, ſeveral ſtones 
were ſtruck out of the walls within-fide, the pavement in ſome places raiſed an inch 
above their former level, their bells diſplaced, their frames and wheels much 
ſplintered, the ſpire in particular was very much ſhattered, a large chaſm opened 
in it, about twelve yards in length, and one in breadth, from whence many heavy 
ſtones were forced ta a great diſtance ; globes of fire were een in the air, flaſhes 
of lightning in a terrible manner ran along the ſtreets, and a great ſmoke and ſul- 
phureous imell iſſued from the aperture of the ſpire; and what was remarkably 
providential, ſeveral hundred weight of ſtones fell about, and upon, the grave 
where the miniſter (and a large congregation attending) had juſt buried a corpſe, 


which funeral rites, had they been ee at that alarming juncture, muſt, 


inevitably have occaſioned the maurnful ſolemnity of many. 

At the time of the earthquake in 1750 a child in this pariſh was ſhaken out of 
a chair into the fire, and ſomewhat burnt. The earthquake extended as far as the 
South end of Derby, where it was but weak.

for promoting the cauſe, and in good eſteem of thoſe of his perſuaſion; and was 
appointed one of thoſe who were to approve ſuch Preſbyterian miniſters as were to 
be ſettled in livings in 1659. He obtained the degree of D. D. by royal mandate 
in 1661; but was ejected from St. Martin's, for nonconformity, at St. Bartholomew,

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1662, from which time he held a conventicle, till, falling into many troubles for it 
be retired. into the family of his pious patroneſs the Countel of Exeter, *% 
whoſe ſervice he died March 27, 1687, and was buried in the church of St. Ange 
Alderſgate, London. His miniſtry is repreſented by the Nanconformiſis to have 
been acceptable and uſeful. His zeal for the glory of his Maſter, and his love 10 
the ſouls of men, made him conſtant and diligent in his work, which be eſteemed 
both his honour and pleaſure. At the firſt appearance of a cancer in his mouth 
he ſcemed uot more concerned about it, than as it was likely to hinder his preach- 
ing; and when, after waſting ſickneſs, he was reſtoxed to fame degree. of caſe. and 
ſtrength, he joyfully returned to- his duty ; nay, when his pains were tolerable, 
preaching was his beſt anodyne ; and the reflection upon the divine goodneſs, 
which, enabled bim for it, was a great relief of his pains. His fermons were clear, 
ſolid, and affectionate; and they were printed in a fair and lively character in his 
converſation. He was of a ſtaid mind, and temperate paſſions. In managing affairs 
of moment he was not yehemevnt and: confident, not impoſing and overbearing, but 
receptive of advice, and yielding to reaſon. He, was full ot-compaſtion,, charity, 
and beneficence. He was a Nonconformiſt upon moderate principles; much rather 
deſiring to have been comprehended in the national ehurch, than te have ſeparated 
from it. He met with trouble after his ejection; but the Divine Providence ſe- 
cured him, by diſpoſing of him into the family of the honourable lady abovemen- 
tioned ; wha, to the utmoſt of her power, coinforted and ſupported pious Noncon- 
formiſt miniſters and; people, when the ſtream ran ſo ſtrong againſt them. Her 
reſpect for him was peculiar, and her favours equferrad upon him extraordinary; for 
which he made the beſt return, by his conſtant care: to promete religion in her fa- 
mily. In his laſt ſickneſa his pains were very ſevere, hut his patience was invincible, 
and an humble ſubmiſſion to the Divine - pleaſure: was the habitual frame of his 
foul. When an intimate friend firſt viſued him, he ſajd “ 1 am uſing che means, 
but I think my appointed time is come, If my life might be ſerviceable to convert 
or build up one foul, I ſhould be content to live: but if God hath no more work 
ſor me to do, nete I am, let him do with me as he pleaſeth' At another time he 
told the ſame perſon, it was a determined caſe, and therefore deſiced him to reſign 
him to God, ſaying. © It will not be long before we meet in heaven, never to 
part more; and there we ſhall be perfectly happy; there neither your doubts. and 
fears, nor my pains, ſhall follow us; nor our ins, which is be of all.” After a 
long languiſhing, without any vifble alteration, being aſked how he, did, he replied, 
lie here, but get no ground for heaven or earth, —“ except (ſays one) in your 
preparations. for heaven;'—**: O yes (ſaid he), there I ſeuſibly get ground, I bleſs 
God.“ He had a ſubſtantial joy in the reflection upon his life ſpent in the faithful 
ſervice of Chriſt, and the proſpect of a bleſſed eternity. This made him long to be 
above; ſo that he ſaid, with ſome regret, © Death ſlies from me; I make no haſte 
to my father's houſe.” - He left behind him a moſt valuable library of books in all 
kinds of learning; and had himſelf publiſhed the following articles: 1.

Enderby was a chapel before this converſion into a pariſh church in the place 
of Aldeby, which ſtood, as the inhabitants were going to it, expoſed to dangers 
from floods on the Soar . 

The pariſh church was anciently at Alderby ; but ſtanding in a field near the 
river Soar, it was hazardous for the inhabitants to come to it. By the conſent of 
the biſhop of Lincoln, the inhabitants had leave to take down the church of Aldeby, 
and build one at Enderby ; which was from thenceforward to be the pariſh church. 

Hugh Wells, biſhop of Lincoln, appropriated the tithes of Enderby to the abbey 
of Leiceſter, patrons of it, and made a vicarage here, to conſiſt in toto altaragio &c. 
(as above). If the entry is right in Charity's Rentale of that abbey, fol. 56, this muſt 
be in King John's, or the beginning of Henry the-Third's reignh. This removal of 
the church to Enderby muſt be earlier than Biſhop Hugh's time; though probably 
every thing might not be rightly ſettled till Richard Graveſend biſhop of Lincoln's 
time, about the year 1270, when he confirmed this tranſaction, and enjoined the 
people to perform every duty to the new erected church of Enderby, as they did at 
Aldeby. Sir Philip Nevile, then lord of the manor of Enderby, binds himſelf and 
his ſucceſſors to provide a miſſal, chalice diſh, and principal veſtment, &c. in this 


church, as he uſed to find in Aldeby church.

The Weſtern fide is not parallel with the London road, as exhibited in the plan : it diverges very 
ſenſibly towards the Southern extremity of the ſuppoſed camp. The diſtances of this place from 
others, mentioned by Obſeryator, are far from accurate, The mount could never have been 
lowered by the plough: of the effects of a plough, either on or near the mount, there is not 
the leaſt veſtige diſcoverable. The ſaid ſtone was not found within the intrenchment, but at a 
diſtance from it. The land, on which is the ſite of the ſuppoſed encampment, anciently belonged 
to the Knights Hoſpitallers of Jeruſalem ; and, at a diſtance of about a mile and a balf from 
that land, Obſervator may have the pleaſure of viewing another encampment and tumulus, when- 
ever he is diſpoſed to re-viſit that part of Leiceſterſhire, They lie in the pariſh of Huſband's 
Boſworth.”

By a caſe heard in the Houſe of Lords in 1788 it appears that at the time of 
the diſſolution of religious houſes, 26 Hen. VIII. the advowſon and vicarage of 
Louſeby belonged to the hoſpital of lepers at Burton; and the penſion then ſettled on 
the vicar was 61. 138. 4d. On an inquiſition taken 36 Hen, VI. the advowſon and 
vicarage were found to have belonged to the then lately diſſolved boſpital, and 
were granted to John Dudley Viſcount Liſle (afterwards Duke of Northumber- 
land); who being attainted and beheaded by Queen Mary in the firſt year of her 
reign, the advowſon and vicarage were granted, June 11 that year, to William

P. 508. © Normanton Turvile, the ſeat of Halhed Smith, Eſq. is an ancient white 
houſe, and in the old ſtyle of building, as appears in plate XXIX. fig. 1; but the 
ſtables are elegant, and built in a ſtyle of taſte by the late Edward Roe Yeo, Eſq. 
The upper part of theſe buildings appear in the drawing over the tops of the trees, 
being erected on higher ground. Mr. Yeo alſo made the canals; one of which 
appears from the Weſt front of the houſe.., To the ſouth is a fine view of the ad- 
jacent country, with Huncote windmilt and Croft till. The poſſeſſions of the 
Turviles in theſe parts appears to have been once very conſiderable. Burton ſhews 


in what manner they became poſſeſſed of New Hall Park. That houſe (ſee 


fig. 2.) is moated round, and the water is about ſeven feet deep next to the building, 
but ſhallower fieldward. The entrance is over a bridge, probably a drawbridge 
formerly; the end of the houſe near the entrance is overgrown with ivy, as is. alſo 
a ſtack of chimnies. The houfe is kept in decent order, and in ſome of the rooms 
the chimneys are wrought round with plain ſtone-work that has latterly been painted. 
This ſhews ſome of the plain ſimplicity of our forefather's, who could be happy in

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leſs ſamptuous buildings. The preſent eſtate is about 400 acres. Some veſliges of 
the park-banks yet remain; and are ſuppoſed to contain about 200 acres: the pre- 
| ſent poſſeſſor is Jonathan Grundy, of Thornton, Efq. The place of interment of 
theſe families is Thurleſton church; of which the chancel: contains thoſe of Normanton 
Turvile, and an adjoining chapel thoſe of New Hall Park. The church (ſee fig. 3) 
is handſomely pewed and kept in good repair, and is covered with blue ſlate. A 
conſiderable part of the South wall appears to have been re-built, and contains 
three large windows, which make the church very light. On a bell in the ſteeple 
are ſome Saxon characters, but the bell itſelf appears modern; they probably 
were transferted from an old bell. The date of the eſcutcheon in the North chan- 
cel (ſee Plate XXII. p. 511. fig. 8.) is 1649. — I owe this additional information, 
and the three drawings which accompany it, to my worthy friend Mr. Robinſon.

In 1760 a remarkable diſcovery was made here, by ſome' labourers digging for 
gravel to repair the turnpike road; who were ſurprized at finding a Lan 
ſkeleton a little below the ſurface of the gravel, the gravel lying about three feet 
below the ſurface of the earth; in removing which, they diſcovered ſome ſmall urns 

with the appearance of aſhes in detached heaps. This was ſucceeded by the diſco- 

very of another grave, in which lay two human ſkeletons in the moſt regular man- 
ner, one of which ſeemed 2 much younger perſon than the other, the teeth being 
white and not in the leaſt decayed. Similar diſcoveries were ſo frequent, that they 
toak little notice of them, excepting one, about the year 1763, the ſkeleton of an 
uncommon large man, whoſe jaw - bone meafured full fix inches over. Thomas 
Ludlam, a labourer there 22 years, ſays there have not been found leſs than 80 
human ſkeletons in the ſame piece of. ground... Small heaps of aſhes and urns, -he 
likewiſe obſerves, were as frequently found as the ſkeletons; in one place he found 
a ſmooth ſtone, ſhaped like a fiddle's head, with a finger · board. The urns found 
here had a yellow ground, flowered with white; ſome few-of a plain ruſty brown 
and but little decayed “. N

Among the MSS. of the late Mr. George Ayſcough *, to whoſe induſtry I owe 
the preceding extracts, and thofe in p. 508—712, | find theſe obſervations : 

* In looking over all the regiſters, &c. I find no mention of any particular dif- 
order having been in this town ; whence it may be concluded to he a healthful 
firuation. In 1771 the diſorder moſtly complained of was the ague; and it was found 
difficult to cure; chiefly owing, I apprehend, to the water being ſuffered to lay 
in the ſtreets, the paſfages to carry it off not being properly opened; a real fen, 
or an artificial, having the ſame effe& on the human frame. 

There are a few difficulties the poor of Wigſton, and of other towns, labour 
under, which, if remedied, would greatly add to their health; one of which is, 
the files betwixt it and Leiceſter are inconſiderately made, that people with loads, 
or carrying their work to and from Leiceſter, cannot get over them; ſo that they 
are obliged to keep the turnpike-road all winter, by which they are wet, both coming 
and going, in their feet; and this I take to be another great occaſion of the 
agues and fevers the poorer people are ſo much afflifted with. 

„Having been, for 15 years together, an aſſiſtant in the pariſh veſtry at St. Pe- 
ter's in Nottingham, I had great 222 of making obſervations, and they 
are as follow: 1. The people are ſeldom properly ſorted; by this they are always 
in one another's way; this is generally occaſioned for want of proper room. 
2. An injudicious method of bringing up ſuch children as are under pariſh-pay; 
ſo that, when they grow up, they are almoſt always ſure to be a charge to the 
pariſh they belong to. 3. "The elder people are ſeldom kept in ſufficient change of 
cloaths; and this occaſions a conſtant defire to be idle. 4. Children are ſeldom put 
ſoon enough to proper employment; ſo that they contract a flothtul way of doing 
buſineſs all their lives: but the worſt is, they are much neglected in reading, writing, 
and going to church. 5. Improper perſons being choſen pariſh- officers, and a wrong 
method of letting the work-houſes. 6. The meeting of men on Sundays, and 
ſometimes other days, at one another's houſes, ten, twelve, or perhaps more, who 
ſeldom part till quite intoxicated ; by this means they have full quarts of ale for 
their money; and this expence makes their families ſuffer. | 

In the county of Leiceſter are 191 towns; at 150 pounds a year each for the 
uſe of the poor, amounts to 28650 pounds a year. 

« In Guthlaxton Hundred are 42 pariſhes, which, I preſume, raiſe one with an- 
other 150 pounds a year in each pariſh, viz. 6300 pounds; this ſum would be 
ſufficient to build proper conveniences for a public working-ſchool for all the 
poor of this hundred, and to pay for proper inſtructors, and would find a ſuthcient 
ſtock to employ them; ſo that, after a few years, all the young would be 
brought up uſeful ſervants, ſtout ſeamen, or put to uſeful trades, i.
